BUILDING FOR EMBASSY. 

America’s Representative* In Russia 
To Occupy Pine Quarter*. 

St. Petersburg. July 24.—After a 
search extending over several months, 
a building suitable for the American 
embassy and a residence for W. vV 
Hockhlll. the American Ambassador, 
finally has been found by .the embassy 
representative. The building Is the 
property of Count Grabbe, a former ad¬ 
jutant of Grand Duke Vladimir. It Is 
located In Furstadtskala. near the 
Austrian and other emhassle* and Is 
considered the best residence In the 
section. . 

The building, although somewhat 
smaller than the European embassies, 
contains In addition to the 
apartments for the'Ambassador and his 
family, adequate reception and dining¬ 
rooms for official receptions and other 
ceremonial functions required by Rus¬ 
sian etiquette and which the Ameri¬ 
can embassy has been unable to hold 
for several years owing to the Impos¬ 
sibility of securing a suitable building. 
There Is also accommodation for the 
embassy chancellery*, which Is now In 
a separate building. 

Cut Wage* of Canal Laborers. 

Washington, July 24—Measures have 
been taken by the Isthmian Canal 
Commission to reduce the commission 
paid«for each laborer from Barbados 
for work on the canal that paid hereto¬ 
fore $6 per man, being regarded as 
excessive 

Following a visit of a representative 
of the Quartermaster’s Department, 
who looked Into the recruiting system 
In Barbados, the price paid per recruit 
will bo $2 per man. Barbados furnishes 
the great majority of West Indians 
engaged in canal work. Up to July » 
the number obtained from the Island 
was 17,949 out of a total of 27,500.

This sub 
Ject was complicated by reason of 
statements coming from boot and shoe 
interests that they were ready to agrer 
to substantial reductions In the duties 
on leather goods If hides wore put on 
the free list. These Interests appar¬ 
ently felt sure that there could be no 
reductions on boots and shoes below 
15 per cent ad valorem, the House 
rate, which Is lower than the Senate 
rate or existing law. 

President Taft stat*Ml to a number 
of his callers that he would Insist upon 
ri reduction to at least 10 per cent 
ad valorem, with proportionate de¬ 
creases In the rates on other leather 
goods. This complicated the situation, 
and as a result there were many con¬ 
ferences upon that phase of the sub¬ 
ject.

SEELBACH ROOF TO BE TRANS¬ 
FORMED INTO FAIR. 

BIG- TIME IS PLANNED. 


The prospects for a groat meeting of 
the National Retail Drugglft*' Associ¬ 
ation grow* apace. Irwin N. Jon«s, 
chairman of the committee In charge of 
the local arrangements, was notified 
yesterday that the traveling repre¬ 
sentatives of the pharmaceutical man¬ 
ufacturing houses vvould form their or 
ganlzatlon here at thq same time the 
retailers meet.

counted for. 

Dispatches to-day from Angleton. 
Tex., confirmed the report that Maurice 
P. Wolfe, his wife, six children and a 
negro servant had been drowned at 
Christmas Bayou Added to these were 
Capt. J K. Glasscock, who died at 
Augleton. Tex., from shock and expos¬ 
ure. and Columbus Maddox, believed 
to have lost his life near Englcton. His 
body has not been found. Rock Isl¬ 
and. Tex., swelled the list to thirteen 
late this afternoon with the dt-aiht of 
John Finley and David Jarvis, pros¬ 
perous farmers, who lost their lives 
when their home* were wrecked. 

Those still missing are C. H. Dally, 
circulation manager of the Galveston 
Tribune; Onezime Hebert, of Crvolc.

Yet much of this lawleaaneas. crime, 
worthleiwne**. poverty and shlftleasncss. 

, alt of which go hand In hand. Is account¬ 
ed for by the fort that there Are so many 
1 dependent, neglect*! and d*atltute fiOgrO 
children in this State who are allowed to 
grow up a* they may, without aid. with¬ 
out encouragement, without incentive, 
knowing nothing of tbemaelve* save their 
animal nature*, and without any ambi¬ 
tion save th** gratification of the same. 

The unfortuimloe of every nationality 
are provided for by some charitable or 
State agency sav© the unfortunate* of th* 
negro race. These, both charity, the coun¬ 
ly and the Stale ignore, and later pay the 
penalty the criminal Inflicts upon the 
i community. 

In nearly every county In the State 
| there are destitute negro children who 
will develop into criminals. Yet there 
are many childless colored homes and 
excellent families that would be d*-hghied 
to take a young child and raise it prop- 
#rty. 

The National Home Finding Society for 
Colored Children Is now ready to lake 
over *uch children from the counties and 
place thorn In good famine* and maintain 
a careful supervision over them, prevent¬ 
ing their being neglected or mlatreated.

POLITICIANS GETTING BUSY. 



Although the nomination for Con¬ 
gress will pot be made for some time 
In the Now Albany district, the an¬ 
nouncement of George H. Voigt, of 
Jeffersonville, that he will be a candi¬ 
date before the Democratic convention 
has already caused a great deal of In¬ 
terest In the nine counties composing 
the district. 

All of tho Democratic and some of 
the opposition papers discuss the nrob- 
abio situation in their Issues of last 
woek. and concede that Mr. Voigt al¬ 
ready has a very strong organisation 
In every county in the; district. The 
normal Democratic majority In the dis¬ 
trict Is about 3.500. and tt nomination 
Is consider'd equivalent to an election. 
It Is not likely that there will be any 
personalities brought Into the contest, 
as Mr. Voigt and the incument. Mr. 
Cox. are personally friendly, and there 
will be no repetition of the Zenor-Cox 
fight which came near losing the dis¬ 
trict to the Democrats when Mr. Cox 
ran tho first time. 

Judge Zonor is mentioned In connec¬ 
tion with the race for Senator In the 
district composed of the counties of 
Floyd and Harrison, and so Is Judge 
Cook, who will retire from the bench 
on January 1. MaJ. W, Funk, of 
Corydon. and Smith Askren, of Harri¬ 
son county, are also' mentioned. The 
Democrats will have to elect only 
eleven Senators at the nexet election 
to control the upper house In the Indi¬ 
ana Legislature, as they have fifteen 
hold-over Senators. 

Party leaders are confident that the 
next Legislature will be Democratic, 
provided the right men are put up for 
the various offices to be filled and that 
a Democrat will succeed Albert J. Bev¬ 
eridge In the Senate of the United 
States. It now looks like the tariff 
would be the main Issue. 

In New Albany the Democrats expect 
to pave the way for a Democratic vic¬ 
tory In the State by electing their 
nominees for city office^ at the ensuing 
November election. The nomination 
for these offices will be made late in 
August or early In September.

From the 700 students In the 
university alr.oe the consolidation a 
sum of $30,000 has been derived. It is 
ssfid. to which is added a sum of $J6.000, 
givsn by tiie city after the consolida¬ 
tion. making a total of $105,000 

The charter of the old Louisville 
University, which was adopted by the 
consolidated school last year, with ref¬ 
erence to the annual repdrt. rdad* as 
follows:

VETERAN CHICAGO POLICEMAN 
CHARGED WITH GRAFTING. 

Another True Bill Returned By the 
Grand Jury Investigation of Al¬ 
leged Illegal “Protection.” 


Chicago, July 24.—Police Inspector 
Edward C. McCann was indicted to¬ 
day on the charge of malfeasance in 
office In the alleged collecting of "pro¬ 
tection" money from illegal establish¬ 
ment* of the West Bide "tenderloin." 

McCann's Indictment waa foreshad¬ 
owed yesterday when an Indictment 
was returned against Detective Sergt. 
Joremiah Griffin, alleged to have been 
the connection agent working out of 
McCann's office. 

Half a dozen witnesses testified be¬ 
fore the grand Jury. It waa stated In 
this testimony that Griffin harvested 
os high as $8,000 a month, most of 
which went to men "higher up." The 
aggregate collected under this system 
is said to be $150,000. 

Vice of every sort, including the sell¬ 
ing of cocaine, is alleged to have been 
protected. 

The Indictment against the inspector 
charges malfeasance In office, and the 
acceptance of bribes. 

Besides McCann and Griffin four 
others are under indictment They are 
Louis Frank, sold to be a millionaire 
who has always been politically prom¬ 
inent In the “levee" district of the 
West Side; Morris Sh&tz, who Is said 
to have confessed astounding details 
of the alleged "graft;" M. A. Sanchex. 
who is charged with collecting money 
In pretext that he would secure pro¬ 
tection. and Michael Heitler. 

McCann has been with the police de¬ 
partment for a generation, rioing from 
the ranks to his present position.

OKLAHOMA POSTMASTER RE¬ 
PORTS KILLING. 


Writes Department Cause For Delay 
of Service In Business- 
Like Way. 


Washington, July 24.—A man shot to 
death to an Oklahoma post-office 
caused an interruption of an hour in 
tho mall service.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE 
COMPRISES FIGHTING LINK. 


Act Places Ships Under Wing of 
Treasury Department-—Othsr 
Craft To Be Added. 


Washington. July 24.—An anomaly In 
governmental administration Is the 
placing of the Cuban navy under the 
Treasury Department, which Is provid¬ 
ed for by a rocent law of that country, 
a copy of whJch has been sent to the 
Statu Department by American MlnUier 
Morgan. 

By this legislation the revenue cutter 
service of the country became tho na¬ 
tional navy, a change In nami rather 
than tn fact, since the present officers 
and engineers of the cutter service will 
continue in the navy with their ranks 
and seniorities. 

The act gives increased Importance 
to tho marine service and may lead the 
Cuban Government to purenase gun¬ 
boats and other small-armed craft. 

The law making the change rather 
atgntfleantiy provides that the number 
of officers needed in the service Is to 
bo determined by tho Secretary of the 
Treasury and Is not to exceed the re¬ 
quirement* of the service.

SURPRISES HER FRIENDS. 


The first attempt, tun they claim, of 
Clarence Culver. 19 year* old. who Haiti 
hie home wna in Louisville, and Hall 
Pitt, of Madison. Term.. who became 24 
yean* old yesterday, to start out a* 
burglars, proved so disastrous that they 
were arrested In Jeffersonville a few 
hours after committing their initial 
crime by Capt. M. E. Clegg.

Whan 
the car arrived In Jeffersonville at 9:47 
o’clock yostorday morning it was board¬ 
ed by Capt. Clegg, who found Pitt In 
one end of the car and Culver in Ute 
Other. They were taken off. but Pitt 
denied any knowledge of the theft tit 
Austin. Culver, however, confessed, 
and Pitt then did likewise. They said 
they went to Cincinnati last Monday, 
and. not finding work, started to beat 
their way back on freight trains, arriv¬ 
ing at Austin Friday afternoon. Pitt 
had a green necktie in his pocket. 

They said they carried u cash regis¬ 
ter front the store to a point one-eighth 
of a mile distant, then broke It open 
with a coupling pin. They secured 12.30 
Jn nickels and a fow pieces of tobacco. 
The safe In the store was open, but was 
i>ot touched. When the culprits were* 
searched one had 60 cents and the other

been spent for something to eat and 
car fare to Jeffersonville.

GAS-CURED TOBACCO. 

(Popular Mechanics.) 

Cubing tobacco wish the heat from 
gas stoves has been successfully tried 
out by a tobacco company at Dayton. 
O. Two stoves were placed in tightly 
closed sweating rooms with 2,000 
pounds of tobacco, piled on low plat¬ 
forms. For one week a temperature of 
90 degree* was nuyntnlned steadily, the 
sweating of the tobacco keeping it at 
a temperature of 120 degrees. Bhe to¬ 
bacco was then replied and the room 
kept at a temperature of 80 degrees 
for a second week, the sweating con¬ 
tinuing to keep the tobacco at the 120- 
degree temperature provided by the 00- 
degree heat ike first week At the 
end of the second week the tobarro 
was again replied and kept at the same 
temperature Tor ten days longer, at the 
end of which time it was found to be a 
fin*. dark brown color, with the leaves 
well curled and folded. 

The stoves were fed on natpnil gas. 
the cost per week being $2.10. The 
stoves required no attention and the 
temperature did not vary more than 3 
degrees each week.

Most Imaginative 
pictures of the airships of the future 
sent them careering about with 
screws and rodders like a ship, but 
trrny engineers doubt whether the 
screw will not have to give plAce to 
something more especially adapted for 
locomotion in the air, for It must h«* 
remembered that the properties of air 
differ widely from those of water.

Blades Snap Off. 


Another danger—which has been 
pointed out by Mr. Farman, 1U.« tn the 
propeller blades becoming detached, 
for these blades turn at the tremendous 
rate of 1,100 revolutions a minute. He 
says: "Quite recently one of my blades, 
six feet In length, of aluminum, snap¬ 
ped while moving at full speed. Hap¬ 
pily, It happened to soap off in a down¬ 
ward direction, so no harm was done, 
the blade burying Itself three feet ir 
the ground, thus showing the tremen¬ 
dous force of Its projection. * 

"Supposlrg, however, the blade had 
snapped off in ar. upward direction? 
What would have happened? One of 
my wings would have been smashed to 
pieces, and I should have come heav¬ 
ily to the ground. If the blade broke 
off horizontally instead of vertically It 
ivouhl travel like a cannon shot for a 
short distance. and inevitably kill any 
living being on its trajectory.”

St. Petersburg. July 24.—Oen Hurt¬ 
ing, former chief of the Russian po¬ 
litical police abroad, who recently was 
denounced by M. BourtxafT as being 
Implicated In the plot to assassinate 
Emperor Alexander III., has been In 
St. Petersburg for »he past two weeks, 
arranging his affairs. He has been 
retired from the police service, at his 
own request, on an annual pension of 
$2,500. 

In an Interview to-day Gen. Marling, 
who was known also hi Michael LaaiL 
eson. made the Important announce* 
ment that Axef, a leader of the fight¬ 
ing organization of the revolutionists 
and a noted police spy, whom the Rus¬ 
sian police profess to be seeking 
throughout the world, Is now In Ku*- 
six, occupying an important post In 
the so-called tfilnl section, or political 
potlce. Gen. Harting *was encountered 
In the Imperial summer garden, a 
fashionable promenade. He readily ad¬ 
mitted his Identity with the Terrorist 
IjAndesen, saying that in early youth 
he believed in the principles of ter¬ 
rorism. and participated, under the 
name of Landceen, In planning with 
others the assassination of Alexander 
III. In 1890. H«* denied, however, that 

he had betrayed his comrades to the 
French police as M. Bourtzeff has 
charged. 

His ideas changed after he secured 
employment as a clerk In the Embassy 
at Paris. Later he was transferred to 
the police service. 

He served the Russian Government, 
he said, honorably and faithfully. tand 
his services were recognised by com¬ 
mendation from high quarters on hi* 
retirement. 

Gen. Ilsrting was very bitter against 
Bourtzeff. who, but for Gen. Harting. 
according to the latter's assertion, 
would long ago have perished In a 
French or Russian prison. The French 
Government repeatedly had proposed 
to arrest or expel Bourtxeff. On such 
occasions Gen. Harting said he had In¬ 
terposed. and that now France Is In 
possession of evidence that 3ourtxefT 
was hand In glove with the active ter¬ 
rorists. and has again decided to expel 
him. 

He talked about the famous Govern¬ 
ment agent, Axef, who from a central 
position In the revolutionist councils 
had for years kept the Government in¬ 
formed on terrorist plots against the 
Emperor and high officials. Gen. Hart- 
lng, who had longer and more Intimate 
relations with Axef than anybody else, 
declared that Axef had never played a 
double game with the Government nor 
sacrificed the life of a singte official 
to further his own ends. He asserted 
that Bourtxc^Ts charge that Azof had

Will Not Make Votes For Congress- 
man Bennett In West End of 
Seventh District. 


Carlisle, Ky., July 24.— [Special.]— 
Homer B. BcVson. postmaster of this 
city, who was an applicant for the Sev¬ 
enth district col lee tors hip, and who 
had the solid backing of the west end 
of the Ninth congressional district for 
the place, lost when Congressman J. 
B. Bennett, of this district, to whom 
the authority of recommending Col¬ 
lector Bam J. Roberts' successor ta 
said to have been delegated, decided 
to recommend T. A. Fields, of Ashland, 
for the position. Mr. Bryson, who ha., 
been In Washington several days thin 
week, returned home to-day. 

Mr. Fields, who will be recommend¬ 
ed by Judge Bennett for the place, Is 
a prominent Republican of the east¬ 
ern section of the Ninth district, when* 
big Republican majorities can be 
counted on.

The Minister* have 
urged him t6 forego these trips to the 
various garrisons, but the youthful 
monarch declares it is his duty to see 
personally that the work of getting the 
troops Into Africa shall be rushed ta, 
completion.

Makes No Friends. 


The king, however, has abandoned 
all Intentions of visiting England and 
other nations this summer, os he had 
planned, and he Is devoting his time 
apd energy to the affairs of the nAtion 
In a praiseworthy manner, but his ac¬ 
tion is winning no friends for him. tar 
the people are bitterly opposed to the 
present war. 

The troops now being sent to Africa 
are under order* to leave for the desert, 
are In s state of mutiny, and are thor¬ 
oughly disloyal. Every garrison from 
which troops are to be sent to the 
front has been deprived of all hall am¬ 
munition. The soldier* receive no ball 
ammunition until the transports got 
them to Africa, when they are supplied 
with cartridges and rushed forward to 
the relief of Gen. Merina, besieged at 
Mellila. 

At every>Port from which troops are 
being sent there have been mutinous 
outbreaks, and had the soldier* not 
been deprived of ammunition it Is be¬ 
lieved there would have been bloody 
battles before they could have been 
got on board the transports.

Disorder* Continue. 


Notwithstanding scores of arrest* 
have been mado and all the Republic¬ 
an clubs and anti-Government news¬ 
papers have been suppr ss*.d. the dis¬ 
orders In Madrid continue and the cap¬ 
ital Is almost under martial law.

CONTRACT AWARDED. 


ST. LOUIS FIRM TO ERECT BIG 
AVERY PLANT. 


Work On Expensive Structure, To 
Cost $340,000, Bogins* One 
Week From To-morrow. 


A contract was let yesterday by B. F. 
Avery A Sons to the Westlake Con¬ 
struction Company, of 8t. Louts, Mo., 
for the erection of It* new mammoth 
plant in South Louisville to cost about 
$340,000. Work on the big plant will 
begin one week from to-morrow* and 
It will be rushed until It is completed. 
It Is estimated that it will take at 
least eight months to complete the 
contract. This means that Lodtsvllle is 
going to have one of the largest. If 
not the largest, manufacturing plants 
of farming Implement* In the world 
The plant will be scattered over thirty 
acres of ground, which was purchased 
last winter. 

Eleven buildings will be erected, all 
of which will be extensive as to space 
covered. Some of the buildings will bo 
one story, while the highest will be 
four stories, but all will be models of 
convenience for the purposes for which 
they are to be used It will take 
6,000.000 bricks to complete the con¬ 
struction of the entire plant. 

While the contract was awarded to 
a firm outside of the city, yet much 
of the work will be sublet and will go 
to local contractors. In fact, nearly all 
the work will be done by local labor, 
both skilled **nd unskilled. The steel 
und Iron work will be furnished princi¬ 
pally by the Louisville Bridge and Iron 
Company. 

The erection of a new plant by B. 
F. Avery A Sons means much for 
Louisville in the way of expansion In 
tho manufacturing line. Tne present 
quarters ad Fifteenth and Main streets 
have long since been too small for the 
business of the company. The com¬ 
pany has h^en on the outlook for a good 
Hite for several years and finally found 
It.

TAXES TWELVE SAMPLES IK 
THIBTY DAYS. 


FIFTY FEB CENT. FOUND TO 
CONTAIN SEDIMENT. 


NO RECORD OF ANY ACTION. 


According to the official report for 
the month of June, Issued by the Lou¬ 
isville Department of Health. It l* 
stated under the heading Bureau of 
Milk, Water and Food that no dairy 
wa r Inspected during that month.

The report not only shows that no 
dairies wore inspected durtng the month 
of June, butal8D shows that during the 
whole thirty days of that month only 
twelve samples of milk were taken, 
while, according to Dr. "Mum" Baker, 
who draws the salary as City Health 
Officer. 185 permits were issued to soli 
milk during that period. The same of¬ 
ficial was quoted as saying that sam¬ 
ples of mJlk were being taken con¬ 
stantly. With 10.000 cows furnishing 
milk to Louisville, and some hundreds 
or milk depots and dairies, at the 
rate of twelve samples a month It will 
take the "Mum" official and his guinea 
pigs some spell to get over the field. 

In another p\rt of the report, un¬ 
der the heading DAIRY EXPERT It Is 
said that fifteen dairy farms were In¬ 


spected, but say* nothing of the condi¬ 
tion In which the farms were found. 
It Is presumed that the dairy part of 
the farm was not inspected. In view 
of the fact that the other part of the 
report says that no dairies were In¬ 
spected during the month of June. The 
expert Is credited with taking two 
samples of milk In thirty days* hard 
work. Whether the two are Included 
In the twelve or whether they are In 
addition is not reported. 

The laboratory report shows that no 
skimmed mtlk and no cream was ex¬ 
amined during the month. Of the re¬ 
markable doxeji samples taken six 
showed sediment on standing, yet there 
Is no record of any action taken against 
those who had dirty milk. It is shown 
that seventeen prosecutions were had 
for unclean cans, but all but one case 
were filed away. 

WILL FIRST INSPECT 

ALMSHOUSE HERD. 


The county's own dairy herd at the 
almshouse will be the first to undergo 
the tuberculin test prescribed by the 
Jefferson County Board of Health. To¬ 
morrow the veterinarians and their 
helpers will descend on the cows* quar¬ 
ters there: They number only four now-, 
although at different times there have 
been more. Under the direction of Dr. 
S. O. Wither bee, chairman of the Board 
of Commissioners of the Almshouse 
and a member of the Fiscal Court, the 
work of rehabilitating the dairy bam 
at the almshouse is being vigorously 
prosecuted. When it is finished the 
county will be able to point to it ns 
a model which dairymen may well copy. 


NIGHT POLICE COURT IS 

FAVORED BY COL. HAAGER. 


Also Would Like To See "Golden 
Rule*’ Adopted In Louis¬ 
ville. 


"I should like mighty well to see the 
golden rule' plan of police government 
established In Louisville, as It Is In 
Cleveland, Ou, and some other Eastern 
cltles. ,, said Chief of Police Haager, in 


response to a question regarding his 
suggestion that a night city court be 
inaugurated In this city. 

"As the law Is now, the ends of Jus¬ 
tice are often frustrated. Inasmuch as 
the Police Court Is overcrowded with 
trivial cases. The police should have 
the power to use discretion In paroling 
persons arrested for minor offenses, 
chiefly the result of neighborhood rows. 
Under the system of laws which the 
local police have to follow they are 
not given any discretion whatever In 
the matter of making arrests. 

“Police records show that the great¬ 
er number of arrests ire made In tho 
afternoon and the early part of the 
night. With a night court In session, 
all trivial cases could be disposed of 
immediately, the prisoner dismissed or 
sentenced, and the arresting officer, 
generally an important witness, could 
go back to his post.** 

Cot Haager also advocates the estab* 
llshment of an examining court for 
felony cases and statutory misdemean¬ 
ors, and one for ordinary misdemean¬ 
ors.

<orh other while the evening meal was 
being rooked. For some reason not 
known, the tiger did not touch either of 
the rnen, and disappeared as suddenly as 
it had come, but the men were so alarmed 
that after spending a sleepless night they 
moved their camp to that tf Surveyor 
A mar Singh, about four miles off. On 
February’ 21. howtver, the same tiger, 
presumably, attacked the camp again, 
seizing a khaiasl who was washing hts 
c<x>klng pots in a stream not twenty 
yards from the camp. 

One of the tlndala named Nandu, arm¬ 
ed only with a stick, very plucklly rush¬ 
ed at the tiger and tried to beat It off 
the unfortunate khaiasl, but It was not 
until the test of the two squads came up 
that the tiger dropped hts prey and dis¬ 
appeared. only to return a few minutes 
later, and In spite of the frantic shout¬ 
ing of the men, seized Nandu by the 
mm. It was again driven off. but again 
returned, and seised a third khaiasl. Its 
third attempt to provide Itself with a 
meal v as frustrated in the same way as 
the ethers had been, and. fortunately. It 
cmlv succeeded In Inflicting alight In¬ 
juries The whole party then spent the 
rest of the night surrounded by Arcs and 
keeping up a continuous hullabaloo. 

At daybreak they moved off to a Lushal 
village, earning two of the woundtd men 
and their maps, but leaving their tents 
and everything else behind them. On 
their way they were met by the camp 
officer, L. Williams, who had somehow 
receteed news of the desperate straits 
the men were In, and had hurried off to 
th*lr assistance. He dhl what he oould 
for the Injured men. but one of thim was 
fn such a woeful condition that he died 
almost immediately. They were nil sent 
to Sllchar, howtver. ard a band of armed 
I,i shal was dispatched to the abandoned 
camp to collect and bring awuy all the 
Vlt that had been left there. They found 
the tents, bedding and blankets and bam 

rice torn and dragged ah nit and a 
sight rule and plane table hearing marks 
of fampi Probably they had been utilized 
In beating off the beast. 

When Mr. Williams met the parry alt 
the men were so profoundly affected that 
not one >f them could speak above w 
whisper, and begged not to he sent hack 
to the same locality, but to be allowed to 
work for the rest of the field noam In 
open, cultivated country, which they have 
been permitted to do.

There Is n tombstone In Old Pine Street 
Presbyterian church, Fourth and Hne 
streets, that uhotvs that anti-race suicide 
woe appreciated long before former Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt made It a subject of great 
public interest. A reporter of th « Tree* 
while passing by the old church was stop* 
ped by the caretaker, who said "Come, 
I'll show you a little story,” and he show¬ 
ed the visitor to Frances Phillips' tomb¬ 
stone. 

The inscription on it reads: "Frances 
Phillips, wife of Alexunder Phillips, who 
departed this life October 4. 17*4. in the 
37th year of her age. and who was the 
toother of eighteen children." 

Beneath this one earns stone was this 
quotation, telling of her virtues: "And 1 
heard a voice fmm heaven saying unto 
me. ‘Write, blessed are the dead which 
die In the l^ord from henceforth; yea. 
•alth the spirit, that they may rest from 
their labors; and their works do follow 
them.—Rev. Chap. 14. verse 13/" 

After the reporter had copied the read¬ 
ing on the tombetone the caretaker re¬ 
marked- “Some of the patriotic bodies 
that mark the resting place of our dis¬ 
tinguished «W*1 should put a new stone 
over the grave of John Murry, the old 
Stare bellringer, who rang the old bell 
after the signing of the nerlaratlon of 
Independence and during the reading of 
that Immortal document from the steps 
of the Btatehouse by John Dixon."

The efforts so to modify the equip¬ 
ment of tho foot soldier a* materiaJly 
to reduce hla burden which are being 
made by the Infantry board at ;he 
Rock Island arsenal are not meeting 
with any great success, say* the Wash¬ 
ington correspondent of the New ork 
Tribune. The board is compound of 
experienced officers Of the i.lantry 
Arm, headed by Col. Henry A. CtCicne, 
Tenth Infantry. To this ooard aU the 
question* presented from \arlous 
sources In the last few .'ears have been 
referred, together with varied and 
voluminous suggestions made at dif¬ 
ferent times and acquired :rom Euro¬ 
pean sources of Information concerning 
the articles which should bo carried by 
the soldier. It has been hold iha; the 
weight borne may be materially re¬ 
duced from the fifty pounds the foot 
soldier now carries in the Held. 

Just how this can be done is a se¬ 
rious question, and involves -uchprob¬ 
lems as the Implements of war/.iiv, the 
emergency ration and the bla.ikc.ts. 
tentage and other articles which the 
soldier must have with him m f .ho way 
of shelter. The desire Is to Increase 
the mobility of Infantry bv removing 
as much as possible of the material the 
soldier carries on his person. It was 
found in Cuba that the soldier* threw 
away many of the articles with which 
they were burdened, trusting to luck, 
ao me times with disaster to health ond 
sacrifice of life, for protection ngalnzt 
the rains and the climate giiurelly. 
The board must also bear In i iind th* 
efficiency of the individual toJdler as 
a uaU of the fighting force. Whatever 
is taken from him and.Is of use must 
be otherwise transported, and this 
means the carrying of articles which 
may be used at any time. 

The reports received in Washington 
from the board at Rock Island Indicate 
that It Is almost Impossible to deter 
mine what la best to be done, and al¬ 
ready the recommendations made by 
various officers in Washington have' 
met w Itb the disapproval of the board, 
resulting In considerable correspond¬ 
ence and the prospect that some much 
cherlthed Ideas which have been tenta¬ 
tively adopted will be abandoned, es¬ 
pecially If the Infantry equipment 
board reports against them.

for hardly one consumer out of a thou¬ 
sand who usee electricity and has a meter 
In his house ha# the faintest idea what 
the little dials on it moan, or what the 
revolving hands are about, a# he always 
believes. In their too constant spinning 
around. 

All that the average electricity consum¬ 
er ever known about hts meter 1* tanta¬ 
mount with the consumer of g»# lie re¬ 
mains in ignorance of It, swears by it. 
In-jghs at Jokra about It and when the 
end of tlw month come# around and he 
has to pay his bill again he more vehe¬ 
mently swears that the "blooming thing 
is out of whack” and refuses to alg up 
until the usual rebate 1# demanded.

BIO CEMENT-MOVING JOB. 


(New York Evening Po*t) 

The United States Government hn# be¬ 
gun to move toward the Isthmus of Pan¬ 
ama a million tons of cement for use In 
canal masonry- There is connection be- 
tworn (his great transportation undertak¬ 
ing and the progress of the work, for 
shipping men say that the cement would 
not be ordered forward in great quanti¬ 
ties unices It were naod**d. The magni¬ 
tude of the contract is apparent when it 
Is said that four years will probably 
elapse before all the cement will have 
been shipped. 

To tile llvet of the Punama Railroad 
Steamship Line wero recently added two 
lO.OOD-ton veaecle—the Ancon, formerly the 
Shuumut, and tho Cristobal, formerly the 
Tromont—ooth of which will be used W 
carry’ cement In large quantities, accord¬ 
ing to present arrangement. These ships 
were built at Sparrows Point. Md.. In 1:113. 
and were operated between Seattle and 
Japanese p*>rt# by the Boston Steamship 
Company until the Government bought 
thorn for the Panama route. The pur¬ 
chase was criticised at the time, for no 
one seemed to believe that the Govern¬ 
ment could find work for such large 
ships, but It Is obvious now that they 
will be used to advantage. 

The vessels are scheduled to make one 
voyage a month, which will mean that 
19.000 tons of cement will go forward 
every thirty days. If present arrange¬ 
ments are carried out. 

It Is said Chat the Government will 
profit by handling tho contri^t in Its own 
vessels Instead of chartered ship* Dis¬ 
charging ofythe cargoes will necessarily be 
governed by weather conditions, for It 
standi to reason that cement cannot be 
handled In rain; so. if there are dvjays at 
Cristobal, the Government will not have 
to pay demurrage as It would In the caa 
of steamships under charter.

The undersigned, a special committee ap¬ 
pointed by the Board of Trade and accepted

countant, selected by the committee, viz., W. 
J. Munster, of Cincinnati, we find that the 
average net yield to said Cumberland Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company from its in¬ 
vestment in the city of Louisville, since it ac¬ 
quired ownership of the Louisville property 
seven years ago, has been but 4.14 per cent, per 
annum.

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 16, 1908.—President 
and Directors Louisville Board of Trade—Gen¬ 
tlemen: The special committee provided for by 
resolution of the Board of Directors, August 26, 
1908, to make investigation as to the complaint 
of Mr. C. M. Bullitt that the Cumberland Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company was unfairly 
raising its rates for service in this city, and was 
discriminating in rates amongst its patrons, 
etc., have to report that they have carcfu!ly 
made inquiry as to the facts and hav* fai'ed to 
find a single instance in which said telephone 
company has charged a rate for any of the vari¬ 
ous classes of telephone service other than was 
determined by the old committee of the Board 
of Trade (which agreement was to determine 
the rate for a term of three j^cars) injts report 
submitted to the Board of Directors of the 
Board of Trade September 4,1907, nor have we 
found any discrimination as between patrons 
except that the increase in rates allowed by tfie 
old committee was not made by the telephone 
company to apply to all patrons at the same 
time, for the reason, as stated by the company, 
that there were outstanding contracts between 
the company and its patrons which expired at 
differ*?*! times, and for the further reason that 
it was not feasible for the company to at once 
so alter its rules as to make the new rates apply 
to all patrons at the same date. 

In regard tQ,.whether the rates determined 
upon by the old committee, under the agree¬ 
ment entered into between the Board of Di¬ 
rectors and the Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company in April, 1907, are fair and 
reasonable, your committee have only to say 
that the old committee appears to have made a 
most thorough investigation of the whole sub¬ 
ject, their inquiry extending through five 
months, during which time they held sixteen 
meetings; had before them for interrogation of¬ 
ficers and employes of the Telephone Company, 
and others, and the assistance of a high-grade, 
expert accountant employed by the committee, 
and we have nothing before us on which we 
can base an opinion that the old committee 
erred in its conclusion. 

Your committee desires to call your atten¬ 
tion to the fact that under the agreement with 
the Telephone Company, the rates fixed by the 
old committee were to stand for three years 
from July 1, 1907, and that about one-half of 
that time has now expired. If at the expiration 
of the full period of three years it is found that 
the profits of the Telephone Company, after 
careful and economical conducting of its busi¬ 
ness, have been greater than should be allowed, 
the rates and charge for the future can be intel¬ 
ligently adjusted. 

Wc ask that this report be received and 
filed, and that the committee be discharged.

Mamie Sullivan Is her name. She Is 
Just 19, and lives In Brooklyn. i*nd. in 
aplte of her tender age and f light¬ 
heartedness, she manages a business 
Involving many hundreds of dollars In 
th* course of a month. And It’s the 
roost complete and queerest kind of a 
business, especially for a girl. 

But MIsf ^ullivan doesn’t think so. 
because it is the only life she has ever 
known; and a level head (Inherited 
from her mother, who did It before 
her) has enabled Mamie to play her 
hazardous role with credit and with 
good financial success. 

It may make the average home girl 
khudder to hear that Mamie Sullivan, 
who Is blessed with the whitest of 
teeth, dimpled cheeks and the most . 
expressive eyes, has spent practically I 
all hei days on docks among sailors 
and the roughest type of wharf loaf¬ 
ers. 

But Miss Sullivan realizes, and so 
do her companions, that while cursory 
aurvey of her environments might In¬ 
duce the majority of her sex to blanch 
at the thought, she is sat** at nil times 
ftnd stages among her friends and 
often really in less danger than girls 
who Imagine they enjoy fuller moral 
•ecurlty. 


Followed In Mother’s Work. 


Has Strong Defenders. 


Painful, Indeed, would bo the experi¬ 
ence of a sailor or dock habitue who, 
•ober or in liquor, dared hurt the feel¬ 
ings of Mamie Sullivan, the 'angel of 
the Atlantic fleet.” A dozen arms, 
mad* stout ns steel by the hauling 
•nd hoisting of heavy consignments 
of supplies from docks to warships, 
would swiftly strike out In her de¬ 
fense, for the "lumpers' who work for 
her adore Mamie, as does every sailor 
In the fleet. 

She has a smib* and cheerful greet¬ 
ing for all aa they doff their caps and 
•w ing past, and “hU the while her keen 
•yea are aiding her In making a 
hasty Inventory of the heaps of good 
things on the dock, sweets which will 
tickle the palates of the lads aboard 
the ships and swell Mamie's bank ac¬ 
count. Any dealer who attempts to 
misquote market prices or swindle th* 
girl encounters ail adamant wall and 
discovers her to be a genius at mental 
arithmetic. 

Although the general public may 
know little or nothing about the truf¬ 
fle. •'bumboating" Is an Interesting 
business and constitutes quite a fea¬ 
ture In tho life of the United States 
navy, as ft does that of navies the 
world over. 

In fad. "bumboating” is an ancient 
Industry. It has been the theme of 
songs and stories In a variety of lan¬ 
guages. The comic opera. Pinafore," 
chronicles the trade In one of Its solos. 
But never haa the Industry been con¬ 
ducted on so methodical and profitable 
a scale as Is the case with Undo Sam’s 
navy at the present time 

Sight seem who have flocked here by 
the thousands since the maneuver* of 
th* fleet began have been aroazt*t by 
the scale of the business It Is a traffic 
which depends entirely upon the Amer¬ 
ican "bluejackets’ ** fondness for sweets 
And tha: term*'‘sweets," is sufficiently 
elastic to embrace a variety of supplies 
which the sailor la obliged to pay a stiff 
price for. because of the expense In* 
curr^d in shipment and delivery aboard 
•hip.

Sailors Love Sweets. 


This then is the business which 
Mamie 8 ulliflin. of Brooklyn, follows 
and she is reputed to be making money 
"hand over flat." 

"She doesn’t go aboard ship at all. 
She attends to the executive duties on 
kind, at which she Is a past master for 
her age Her store Is a dock or float 
and her home a room In the most con¬ 
venient lodging-house Her brother, an 
athletic young fellow, travels with her. 

Mamie has followed this life since 
she was knee high. For years her 
mother was a "bum-boatwoman" and 
she made a success of It. 

Then when she became too feeble to 
follow tho business any longer. Mamie, 
her constant companion In the migrat¬ 
ing life from port to port, filled the gap. 

| It’s a poor week in summer when she 
doesn’t clear 1100 and frequently the 
receipts amount to twice that sum. 

But "bum-boating" is no more certain 
than the stock market It fluctuates 
and there Is always to be encountered 
r certain shrinkage on perishable stock 
and bad debts, for many of the boys 
get sweets on "tick" and then forget to 
settle on pay day 

Frank Williams, a Cape Cod boy, 
born in Truro, and one of the most 
striking examples of the thrifty and 
up-to-date "bum-boatman." has hit 
upon a system which greatly elimi¬ 
nates danger of loss from unpaid bills. 

He has tickets printed. Just like the 
regulation meal tickets, with various 
amounts ranging from 6 cents up 
fringing the Mge. These he sells on 
pay day to the men of the battleship 
Wisconsin for 12 each. If a man takes 
one on credit the holes punched serve 
as an account, so Frank doesn’t have 
to ^*S r L ar< ? und * big ledger like that 
which Mamie Sullivan usually lms un¬ 
der her arm. 

Several attempts to make a trust of 
bum-boating" so far as those who 
supply the United States fleet are con- 
cerned. have failed, despite arguments 
that greater quantities of supplies 
could be bought and handled cheape. 
by one combine.

For four years at least the eight 
magisterial districts of Jefferson coun¬ 
ty will remain os rcdtstrlcted by the 
County Court’s Reapportionmcnt Com¬ 
mission. Judge Arthur Peter yesterday 
having overruled the exceptions of P. 
T. Sullivan and having approved the 
report offered some thre< weeks ago. 
It is understood that the law doos not 
provide lor an appeal from the decision 
of Judge Peter, of the County Court, 
or, In other words, his decision la 
final. 

The work of redistrlctlng the county, 
which the law provides may be done 
every four years, was begun last whi¬ 
ter by a commission named by Judge 
Peter. The commission made its re¬ 
port alter the expiration of a few 
weeks, and Mr. Sullivan took excep¬ 
tions to It- These were sustained by 
Judge Peter on technical grounds only, 
he said. Another commission was 
mowd for In the spring, George L. 
Spurrier being thr citizen who took the 
initiative in both instances. 

The commission went to work atong 
the Kamo linos it followed In Its first 
attempt, taking rare to opferve faith¬ 
fully the vary letter of thw law. When 
the report was finished certain Irregu¬ 
larities In the first report were cor¬ 
rected. Mr. Sullivan again excepted. 
Arguments <»n tho question were heard 
by Judge Peter last week, and the case 
submitted to hJm. He pointed out that 
Mr. Sullivan’s counsel contended chletly 
that his suggested reapportion men t* 
were rymre equitable than those recom¬ 
mended tji* commission. He found, 
however, that the report was as fair 
and Just as. possible.

Thus this fall, for the first time In 
year*, tho voters who live inside the 
city limits will be able to vote for all 
the c ity offic lain, and will votg for no 
c-ounty officials. This change will be 
more |iotlc*ab|e in school matters than 
in any other. Heretofore, the city 
having extended its boundaries into the 
county, residents found themselves un¬ 
able, by reason of the territorial divi¬ 
sions. to vote for the trustees of the 
•:M> school*, for the mamtenancf of 
which they paid taxes, while they still 
voted fur the County School Super¬ 
intendent. In whose schools they had 
no Interest. Under thu n**vv dispensa¬ 
tion the magisterial districts, four of 
which are inside the city, coincide with 
the boundaries of the city. 

Judge Peter's opinion waa occupied 
mainly by the report dT fhe commis¬ 
sion. which he reproduced, and which 
was preceded by the following )>ara 
graphs:

the statute, it is not disposed to dis¬ 
turb the apportionment as recopimend- 
*d by the i a mm (salon. For this reason 
the exceptions to said report are over 
ruled, and said report is confirmed."

Those matter* of different* nnd dis¬ 
pute, which have Just rocenlly be*n 
emphasized by n local u>tion election 
by whiuh ore-half of tho Uty, with Its 
population of 30.UUJ, U destined to be 
| a* diy us n Bahara, while the other la 
to flow with liquor, belong not QioD© to 
the present generation, but extend back 
to Colonial days. Thv>t had their 
origin with the conception of that gr«.at 
boundary line In the minds of Charles 
II. ami his counsel, whvn, in 16o6. tt 
existed as an imaginary line, dividing 
what then constituted Virginia territory 
from the territory of North Carolina. 
The confusion and dispute which at¬ 
tended any effort to locale and mark 
this Imaginary line by natural bounds 
extended through much of Colonial His¬ 
tory and reached fur Into our national 
life. IMexje by piece this line was lo¬ 
cated and marked until. In 18&6-00, It 
whs finally completed, and the disputes 
arising over Uie boundary between Vir¬ 
ginia and Kentucky settled.

31. 1897, and have one child, a girl 
aged 9 years. The plaintiff Is given 
the custody of the child and awarded 
alimony of $14 a week. 

Mat tie Dyle from John Thomas Dyle 
for cruel treetrmnt. They were mar¬ 
ried at Madlsonville, Ky.. in October, 
1900. separating on November 4. 1905. 
The plaintiff’s maiden name was Mat- 
tie Dougherty. 

Hattie Roes Guess from George A. 
Guess, five years* separation shown. 
They were married on May 31, 1899. 
and lived together till May 20. 1900. 
The plaintiff's maiden name Is restored. 

Lula May Bush from John Bush, 
cruel treatment alleged. The plaintiff 
Is restored to her maiden name of Lucy 
May Casteel.

Judge Field’s Docket Cleared. 

In overruling two motions for new' 
tflals yesterday morning Judge Gordon 
practically cleared the docket of the 
First Common Pleas Division, with,the 
exception of one case. This w'as sub¬ 
mitted to Judge Emmet Field before 
his death, along wbth others which 
Judge Gordon has disposed of. The 
one case not disposed of Is waiting 
on the transcript of testimony 

The cases passed upon by Judge 
Gordon yesterday were those of Eu 
gent Coudcau against the Louisville 
Railway Company and that of Eva B 
Colvin against th^ same company. In 
the first a Jury in Judge Field's court 
had found for the defendant, and In 
the second had given the plaintiff a 
Judgment for $2,000. The first had 
asked $2,500 and the second $20,000.

The plaintiff 
has asked for a permanent Injunction 
and for royalties. The#© matters will 
lx- threshed out when the case I* sub¬ 
mitted In oluef. The plaintiff In Janu¬ 
ary. 1907. sold out his business to the 
defendants, at the same time, he said, 
leasing to them th^ right to use the 
trade name In question. He >lnce has 
demanded that they surrender this 
right, hut said they have continued to 
use the t<rm against his demands that 
they cease.

The repeated troubles arising over th© 
State line, which has from the outset

This suit 
was warmly contested, and after Utl- 
guttop lasting about three years Ten- 
nes&t© won and Virginia was taxed 
with tho costs: And this was another 
step toward th© embarrassment and 
confusion growing out of a half-and- 
half town, sprawling across the State 
line, which not only divides the town 
equally, but divides th© principal thor¬ 
oughfare with the same nicety and pre¬ 
cision, and in doing so divides also the 
electric car line, one rail of which is 
ln Virginia and th© other in Tennessee. 

With these explanatory observations 
It la easily understood how Bristol has 
been the center for many unique and 
Interesting situations, some of which 
have been of sufficient significance to 
give the town world-wide renown.

Kidnaping acro#s the State Un«> has 
been a rather common Incident of by¬ 
gone ye&ri. Mack Jones, a youtn. 
donning the garb of an officer, ap¬ 
proached a party of countrymen who 
wero camping in the suburbs of Bris¬ 
tol. Va., and, representing himself as 
"Chief of Police/’ extracted money 
from the countrymen under th© pre¬ 
tense that there was a fee for camp¬ 
ing within the city limits. Jones wns 
later arrested on the Tennessee side. 
He declined to aocotnpany tho officer to 
the Virginia side, claiming hts right to 
requisition. The officer* were deter¬ 
mined that ** he had "playod smart" 
with th© countrymen, he should be 
given a doso of his own medicine. That r 
night Jone* found his cell confronted i 
by masked men. He was in a state of; 
terror and screamed for help, thinking j 
tho countrymen he had wronged had 
come with a mob to lynch him. He 
was advised that no such intention ex¬ 
isted, but that he was only going to be 
Invited out for a little walk. He was 
hurried to the Virginia side. Thro© 
days later he confronted a Jury in the 
Corporation Court. No question was 
asked as to th© method of hi* reaching 
Virginia soil .and ho was tried and 
given three years in the State peni¬ 
tentiary*. 


Chief Got the Apron. 


Because of these peculiar conditions 
it seemed destined that Bristol must 
become the "mint Julep * center of prac¬ 
tically all "dry" territory In the South, 
and a* such was destined to be as dry* 
as a powder horn In the Tennessee end, 
while running over with boos© ln the 
Virginia end. This will of Itself result 
In many Interesting situations. The 
stranger In the city is apt to get mixed 
up' in his bearings and insult the wom¬ 
an keeper of a soft drink stand on the 
Tenne**©© side by calling for something 
stronger. The thirsty Bristolian resid¬ 
ing ln "dry" Tennessee Bristol may 
readily step across th© street and slake 
hlt> thirst, although the laws of his own 
State presume that he is entitled to no 
such special privilege over other citi¬ 
zens. supposed to be Just a* good, but 
unfortunately residing In the heart of 
th© Sahara, or too far removed from 
the border to share In th© convenience. 
But while the privilege of drinking will 
b© shared in like degree by residents of 
the two Brtstois. the revenue—and Lhat 
Is considered as no small part—must 
all find lodgment In the coffers of thv 
city of Virginia BrUtol. But the drunks 
—these will not be necessarily confined 
to one side, but will in numerous in¬ 
stances stagger across the boundary 
line, seeking the Justice that Is dis¬ 
pensed In dry" territory, while now 
and then the officers of the two Brlstols 
will have their fun In chasing the art¬ 
ful dodger who sometimes wabbles ln 
and out across the State line, with auch 
persistency that it la difficult for th© 
officers of either side to lay hands

career The only thing that saved the 
woman was the fact that the Chief was 
too law-abiding to shoot. The officers 
have had frequent experiences of that 
kind, having chased wabbling individ¬ 
uals up and down the street, now and 
then to lose them, but usually with 
success for the offioers of one side or 
the other.

In some Instances tho 
groom has been a youth, while the 
bride was a frisky widow of more than 
60. More frequently the reverse of this 
happened. It is the wily widower who 
usually catches the girl In her "teens * 
by telling her presumably of his weajth 
And of the life of case and comfort he 
has in store for her. There are now to 
the credit of this Mecca nearly 3,000 
couples, represented in only those who 
have been married at the Burroughs 
Hotel and by the aged minister.

Fights On Boundary. 


Again. In the case of disorder or a 
fisticuff on the trolley car It Is quite 
possible for one of the contestants to be 
amenable to the laws of one State, 
while the other would he summoned to 
annwer In a different court. It ha* hap¬ 
pened that a man found himself In¬ 
dicted In both State* for the same of¬ 
fense and liable to punishment In either 
or both for failure to obey the summons 
to trlaL Fifteen years ago John White 
and John Carlton had trouble on State 
street, ln those days called Main street 
White struck Carlton on the head with 
a stone while the two were on the 
north side of the street. After cutting 
a gash In Carlton’s heod the atone 
bounced off and smashed a plate-glass 
window In a store-front on the Vir¬ 
ginia side. 

Th© VlrglnUin* had no bond of sym¬ 
pathy for Carlton, who was known as 
an Individual disposed to row. but they 
were not pleased with White’s reckless 
manner toward Virginia property. The 
Virginians sought to arrest White, 
partly because they felt that he should 
pay for smashing the glass and partly 
ss a means of maintaining thoir claim 
to Jurisdiction to the north side of the 
street, a matter which In those days 
was disputed by the authorities of Ten¬ 
nessee Bristol, but White fled to Ten- 
nt-^eee. whrTe he was arrested and held, 
the authorities thus asserting their al¬ 
leged Jurisdiction over the north side 
of th© street.

White gave bond for his appearance 
and wns released. Returning to h* 
home on th© Virginia side, with the Im¬ 
pression that he would be Immune for 
the reason that h© had been held to 
answer for** the same offense on tho 
Tennessee side, he was nevertheless ar¬ 
rested and required to either go to jail 
or give bond in the sum of $1,000. H© 
accepted the alternative of giving bond 
and a a* thus under bond to appear for 
trial for on*} and the same offense In 
two different States. The Virginia side 
got first claim on White and punished 
him by a fine. Later he waa compelled

The Snob Rampant. 

A pfiiuionalro. discreetly silent so to 

Ms identity, has made the world the 
grateful recipient of much and much- 
needed enlightenment on the character, 
the habits and the mental make-up of 
those strangely constructed Americans 
who are of no country He has ad¬ 
dressed a communication to the London 
Dally Mall under the caption. "Why 1 
Prefer England/’ In which he makes 
out the following case. 

"One real reason why to many of u* are 
escaping from Amer.co 1# the deslrs to 
be let alone. In London, and. for the mat¬ 
ter of that, in Parts-though not »° muen 
there as in London- people are accus¬ 
tomed to mind their own business. Pri¬ 
vate gooolp and scandal are at a mini¬ 
mum here, not only in houses, but in 
clubs, and your newspapers do not print 
where there is no curiosity. With regard 
to rich people tn England, only the other 
day there died in England a Mr. Morrison, 
one of the richest men in the world, and 
1 have never heard hit name, nor had any 
of those at the clubs in which the matter 
was discussed. 

"Mr. Aslor and Mr. Morgan, whose 
smallest doings would be chronicled in the 
Limed States, may move aj freely as they 
please lure, and their private com.ngs and 
goings are not recorded, tor the simple ' 
reason that no one wants to hear about 

. 

"The absence of close feeling In Eng¬ 
land Is another reason why many of us 
prefer to live hire. The rich and poor 
are not divided into two hostile factions. 
Every man has his place There la no 
rush, envy or malice of New* York so¬ 
ciety. with lu continual struggle of 
Wet tarn and Patoburg people to g<?t into 
that curious circle of the Pour Hundred 
New York society Is not what It woo in 
my early day*, when old Mrs. Astor 
relgmd supreme. Society in New York 
was not at ail unlike society In London. 
There was no ostentation, and persona of 
birth, brains and breeding were freely ad¬ 
mitted. To-day It la merely a question of 
money. and ouch charming salons as exist 
In London, where tank, money and brains 
occupy about the same position, are now 
impossible In most American cities, cer¬ 
tainly In Ncwf York. 

"From the man's point of view the 
constant dressing up of the American 
man la extremely trying. Here it U the 
contrary of the average American notion. 
Them la little formality of any kind, such 
things as card-leaving and calling are 
rapidly going out of fashion, and one is 
free to do os one chooses. If I desire to 
entertain at lunchepn 1 can ask whom 1 
choose, provided there le something be¬ 
yond food to offer. Authors, actors, poets, 
playwrights, statesmen, men of business, 
distinguished foreigners, delightful mem¬ 
bers of your royffi family, alt mix and 
meet here on terms that at first air.aae 
tho American." 

The burden of his complaint Is em 
phailred by a protest against Amor!- 
can barbers, American waiters and 
American politicians, and against the 
deadly uniformity of a population of 
90.000.000 unrelieved by outstanding 
individualities. Even the weather of 
New York, that wondrous city of busi¬ 
ness and pleasure, with a sky as clear 
and brilliant as Naples. And that 
m^tohles* salt tang in the air. must 
rg^ik after tyindon'e, where June is cur¬ 
rently known us ‘Dripping June;" 
where, up to Its fast evening, it held 
no more than etghty-slx hours of reg- 
Sslered sunshine; rain fell on nineteen 
of tts dreary days, and we are told that 
the natives. Inured to a climate which 
Is no more than an Inchoate jumble of 
samples, were "surprised, amazed, an¬ 
gered and wondering" at Its vagariot. 

Abusing America because she lacks 
the smug and ordered deference of the 
older world, because she encourages thr 
class fallacy and insists on annoying 
formalities le surely a singular reversal 
of common experience. The notoriety 
of the wealthy Is of their own »e.*k ng. 
and they do not cease to exploit them¬ 
selves vaingloriously on their travels, 
ss Witness the Sunday supplements »f 
the New York. Philadelphia and Chi¬ 
cago papers, given over to the chroni¬ 
cling by pen and pencil of the antics 
and the amenities of those expatriates 
who bask in the bought sunshine of 
near-rOyaltles and kowtow to the leas¬ 
er constellations of a court that de¬ 
spises them. 

Lord Northcliffe's paper Ih flnttcred 
at the constantly Increasing number of 
Americans who make their homes in 
England, and indulges In much chara 
terletlc and self-complacent felicitation, 
it thinks that their "handsome sons and 
daughters" will bring a badly needed 
element of new blood, and that they 
will help to restore ancient house*, fall¬ 
en into decay. 'They help pay our 
taxes." chirps the Daily Mall, "and they 
spend their fortunes freely. Excellent 


The Commonwealth Versus Nuttall. 

The opinion In Frankfort that Dr. 
Nuttali will "never face a Jury" reflects 
upon the State unless it Is baaed upon 
the theory that he is not alive or 
prefers death to capture. Guilty or In¬ 
nocent. he should bo apprehended, If 
alive, and brought to Frankfort. The 
charge against him Is of such gravity 
tMit the plain duty of the Stuto Is to 
arrest him. no matter what expenditure 
of money or effort may be required. 
Frankfort dispatches to the Courier- 
Journal refer to the fact that the ac¬ 
cused has more or leas property, and 
"Is abb- to take care of htmaclf wher¬ 
ever he goes." If he were worth mil¬ 
lions he should not be able to evade ar¬ 
rest. He will not be able to do so If the 
authorities act vigorously. Failure to 
capture him and arraign him would 
constitufe disgrace to the State of Ken¬ 
tucky. It would humiliate everyone m 
the State. 

As guardians of the mentally defect¬ 
ive the State officers are charged with 
peculiar dutlea They are under the 
heaviest responsibility to protect the 
unfortunates placed under their guard¬ 
ianship. If they do not acquit them¬ 
selves creditably In this matter public 
opinion will hold them to a strict ac¬ 
countability. 

Whether tho charges preferred are 
well or ill-founded is for a court and a 
jury to decide, but the esse of the Com¬ 
monwealth vs. Nuttall is not ono in 
which shilly-shallying can be permit¬ 
ted. The State has the power to make 
the arrest If the Individual Indicted is 
alive 


No More Territory Wantod. 

The alary from Mexico City that the 
United States is to establish a protec¬ 
torate over the Republic of Hondurae 
le promptly, emphatically, and. of 
course, truthfully denied at Washing¬ 
ton. U is an absurdity upon Its face 
Tho denial la all but superfluous. 

The United States has not drafted no 
far away from Its traditional policies 
as to go meddling In Latin-Amerlcan 
poll: ice. seeking the annexation or 
quari-annrxat'son of a hornets' nest. 
We have already an elephant upon our 
hands in the Philippines which came 
to us through the fortune# of war. and 
which will probably remain with u* liv 
deflniu^y. The Monroe Doctrine go** 
as far into affairs in General America 
and South America as we could wish 
to go. It enjoins foreign powers from 
eggrension *i the other America It la 
perhaps audacious, but (t has served 
a good purpose The UnKed State* 
#*tabUrt$lng protectorates with one 
hand and waving the Monroe Doctrine, 
bo for* the foreign powers with the 
other would be In a position a>mewha; 
anomalous, rorrewhat ridiculous ‘and 
somewhat dangerous. Not the least 
danger would be that She might ac¬ 
quire. like the pplnaf.er who married the 
father of Ur children and the owner 
of a run-down fc^rm. too much un¬ 
manageable livestock and an Inferior 
quality of real e#**e. The people of 
this country are not hungry for any 
more sub-troploal possessions and sub¬ 
joined tropical politics. 

While the correspondents In Mexico 
an uAng the Honduran protectorate 
vaporing as ammunition In a battle 
with space, the Democratic Houston 
Post—of Democratic Texas—come# 
forward with a suggestion that the 
United States may eventually annex 
Canada! The increase of American 
immigration, to Ca n ada Interests the 
speculative side of the Houston Post's 
mind. Indulging In fancies as to what 
might be the result of rhJa heglra of 
American clUsens to the "last West/’ 
the Post conceive* It possible that we 
might take over this fine piece of Brit¬ 
ish property, look, stock and barrol. 

Says the Post. 

"Whether the Americanisation of Can¬ 
ada la to be fin* of tha achievements of 
the future depends largely upon condi¬ 
tions In this country. If our Institution* 
are strengthened and our economic poli¬ 
cies Improved. It would seem that Ameri¬ 
can Mend and money must inevitably 
brine the northern part of the continent 
Into the republic, for already the commit- 
clel rotation* between Canada and the 
United States outrank In Importance the 
commercial relations existing between 
the dominion and the empire. The ab¬ 
sorption of Osnadn and Its assimilation 
Would be a far easier task than tha 
Americanization of Me* co. which has 
been going on steadily for eighty years, 
and which la In progress at thla moment 
just sa strongly aa ever. 

Those who like to forecast the future 
of the United States Invariably Include 
In the probabilities the absorption of tho 
continent, and tomo nffecl to believe 
that a century hence we shall see on this 
•Me cf the globe a hemispherical re¬ 
public 

"Canada's best safeguard U In main¬ 
taining s simple, honest, just and eco¬ 
nomical government and ndha^ng to pol- 
Irlos so sound and wise that tha increas¬ 
ing American contingent will be per¬ 
fectly content with the Dominion's status 
quo. if. however, the experience of the 
world's great emplrse ma** be taken so a 
guide, the United ffiatra will absorb the 
continent before It reochee Us xenith. 
and. like other empires which have risen 
and fnlten, turns Its face toward the set¬ 
ting sun."

SWvlng notice upon the Dominion of 
f'amtda that ah# must make her Gov¬ 
ernment meet the requirements of 
American **n»ig ants or look forward to 
being aimexwj is the height of Impu¬ 
dence. That the majority of Ameri¬ 
can# like a republican form of govern¬ 
ment rather than any other la indi¬ 
cated by the fact tha*. there are less 
than 6.000,<K'0 persons north of the 
Canada line and some 85.000,000 or 
90.000.000 between the Lakes and the 
Gulf. But American Immigrates who 


are crooedng tho lino seeking agricul¬ 
tural opportunities in virgin territory 
must accommodate themselves to tb* 
governmental condlii >n* they find In 
their new home. The policy of Great 
Britain has been to lot her merchants 
or mlaeionarltti get a foothold In a now 
country. get In a quarrel with the na¬ 
tive Government and call for help 
from home. Help Is sent kn the form 
of a military force to police the ecvnie 
of trouble and a puirtoive expedition to 
create additional trouble and blaxe the 
way for any army to Invade the coun¬ 
try. and for the Crown to annex It. But 
Great Britain le on Empire. The Phil¬ 
ippines are like a hot potato In Colum¬ 
bia's mouth, but she is still able to 
answer to her name when tno roll of 
republic* Is called. She will not gd 
a-conquering over Into the cactus ooun 
try beyond the Rio Grande or across 
the Canada Une—and assuredly not 
Into Honduras—contravonitig hor Con 
etlrtutlon and hor covenants with neigh- 
bora, and courting disaster. 

When this country solves her Phil 
lpplne problem—If she ever does—*h« 
will have had enough of playing Em¬ 
pire. In the Interim It Is folly to ruah 
into print with such suggestions as that 
of the Houston Post. 

The Idle talk of the correspondents 
about a protectorate over Honduras is 
another, and more negligible matter. 

A Too Heroic Remedy. 

Our Manila contemporary, the Ma¬ 
nila Cable-News, suggests a rather too 
heroic remedy for unsettled conditions 
In the vicinity of Davao, where a mu¬ 
tiny of the constabulary recently oc¬ 
curred. Tho Cable-News finds. In the 
light of later Information, that first 
reports magnified the proportions of 
the outbreak. Only a half of the en¬ 
listed force of the constabulary com¬ 
pany joined the mutiny. Only one ser¬ 
geant went astray. The disaffection Is 
believed to have been "purely lobal. 
and probably personal rather than po¬ 
litical." yet It Is "a discouraging com¬ 
mentary upon the Inflammable temper 
and unstable minds of the men In¬ 
volved." 

The Cable-News makes the sugges¬ 
tion that the Government should sup¬ 
ply each white settler In that neighbor¬ 
hood with a good rifle and 1.000 cart¬ 
ridges and let thsm take care of them¬ 
selves. "Then there would be no 
chance for anybody to blame anybody." 
This conclusion Is Illogical. Con¬ 
clusions In the heat of sudden affray 
often are. Settling conditions by this 
method would unsettle them. There 
would be every chance for every one 
to blame some one. The prospects for 
recurrent exchanges of steel bullets 
would bo brilliant, tho prospects for 
order remote. , 

Persons situated at a safe distance 
from the scene of trouble are prone to 
minimise the difficulties that beset 
Americans In the Philippines. They 
often fall to sympathise with them. 
Their fellow-citizens, and acquain¬ 
tances, In the Islands are In closer 
touch and better understand their 
problems. But the suggestion of the 
Cable-News—the result of an abun¬ 
dance of sympathy—is warlike and al¬ 
together too radical. It may be said 
In passing that Uis task of making an 
efficient constabulary out of raw ma¬ 
terial which seemed so Inflammable 
and unpromising hae been marked by 
fewer outbreaks and discouragements 
than could have been anticipated. As 
ugly as was the Davao affair. It was. 
as the Cable-News says, local and of 
no great significance. It does not af¬ 
fect the standing of the constabulary 
as a whole. It does not prove that 
those who saw In the natives food ma¬ 
terial for a police force erred In their 
Judgment, when outsiders, at home and

A1TNIVERSAP.Y WILL BE CELE¬ 
BRATED NEXT YEAR 


A PRESBYTERIAN MINISTER 
ORIGINATED THE IDEA. 


REGULATIONS RATHER ODD. 


Next year the birth of the savings 
bank will recelvo due commemoration. 
The 100th anniversary of the first bank 
ever established to accept deposits In 
small amounts and to pay cumulative 
Interest on them is to be celebrated In 
Scotland in May. 1910. This celebra¬ 
tion, for which preparations are al¬ 
ready making, will fix In the public 
mind the dale of the actual beginning 
of one of these beneficial Institutions, 
says the Nsw York Tribun#. 

There has Indeed been some dispute 
aa to when and where savings banks 
originated A French writer ha* as¬ 
serted that the Idea dales back to 
Hugues Delestre, who proposed such 
an institution In 1610. An Austrian 
author, on the other hand, has Insisted 
that a genuine savings bank existed in 
Brunswick tn 1765 Similar Institu¬ 
tion# have been asserted to have been 
founded In Hamburg in 1798; in Berne. 
1787; In Basle, 1792. and In Geneva, 
1794. None of these institutions, how¬ 
ever. was In any respect like the mod¬ 
ern savings bank. The Hamburg bank, 
for example, merely received the sav¬ 
ings of domestic servants and other 
wag* earners, and gave annuities to 
the members of its association when 
they reached a certain age. 

The English have long maintained 
that the system of savings banks dates 
from the schemes of the Rev Joseph 
Smith and Mrs. Priscilla Wakefield. 
The former. In 1798. while stationed In 
the parish of Wendover. offered to re¬ 
ceive from members of his congrega¬ 
tion any sum from twopence up. to 
be returned at Christmas with one- 
third of the whole added as Interest. 
Thus wax Initiated a little co-operative 
bank, which was carried on for several 
years, with generally about slx'y sub¬ 
scribers. who deposited from five to ten 
pounds every season. 

• • • 

Pension Feature. 

The English village of Tottenham 
was tho scene of Mrs. Wakefields 
philanthropic scheme, which was start¬ 
ed In 1799 for the benefit of women and 
children. It was Arranged that mem¬ 
bers according to their age should pay 
Oi r :\ln sums enrh month, entitling 
them to a pension after sixty years of 
age. This was really, therefore, a de¬ 
ferred annuity bank, closely resembling 
the system of voluntary old-age pen¬ 
sions issued by savings banks as late¬ 
ly authorised by the Legislature of 
Massachusetts. In 1801 there was 
added a fund from which loans were 
made to those who had been members 
for six months, and s department for 
receiving savings on which 5 per cent, 
was paid. Tills Tottenham bank. In 
1804, %va.s regularly organised under 
the name of the "Charitable Bank " 

The first comprehensive plan for a 
national savings bank system was urged 
In 1807 by Samuel Whltebread. the 
Whig reformer, who In supporting hh 
"poor law amendments bill" made an 
eloquent appeal for safe and profitable 
Investment of the earnings of the poor. 
He proposed an Institution that should 
not onlv take care of their savings and 
pay Interest on them, but which should 
Insure their lives, their household ef¬ 
fects and care for their old «g»-. His 
conception of the savings bank as an 
Institution parallel to th* church and 
the schoolhouse Is similar to that 
which has recently crown up In soma 
parts of the United States.

The English savings bank movement 
[rapidly spread throughout the contl-1 
T nent. France. Germany, Denmark and 
) Italy successively taking up the Idea. 
Everywhere, with modifications proper 
to the nationality. It has proven suc¬ 
cessful In all these countries persons 
In moderate circumstances, of thrifty 
habits, had heretofore been accustomed 
10 hide their savings In old stockings 
ar.d elsewhere The M»vtnga banka made 
these hoarding* fnijiful. _ 

SOME MILK INFORMATION. 

[Washington Correspondence of Brooklyn 
Eugle.l 

The reason milk turns sour Is be¬ 
cause the fluid contains bacteria. Bac¬ 
teria also causes ripening of cream and 
cheese and produces many other 
changes In the appearance and flavor 
of the milk. These are a few of the 
many interesting facts about milk 
which are set forth lu a report which 
the chemists of the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture will toon make public. 

The number of bacteria present In 
freshly drawn milk varies enormously 
with the conditions of milking, and, as 
they are greatly Increased With dirty 
Hid careless handling, cleanliness In all 
matters pertaining to the milking and 
marketing of milk and keeping it In tho 
home cannot be too strongly Insisted 
on. Dlsesso germs, notably those of 
typhoid, diphtheria, scarlet fever and 
tuberculosis, may alec f be carried in 
milk, so that the purity of the milk 
supply is of vital Importance to every 
family and community. 

The problem of keeping milk sweet le 
one of checking the growth of the bac¬ 
teria; and, as they are Inactive at a 
temperature below 60 degrees, milk 
should be kept In a cool place. Two 
common methods for preserving milk 
are pasteurization ^nd sterilisation. In 
the former the a»m is to apply heat in 
such a way as to kill most of the bac¬ 
teria without producing undesirable 
changes In the milk. In the latter, to 
apply enough heat to kill all the bac¬ 
teria. but with tho least possible unde¬ 
sirable chabge. Chemical preservatives 
in m^lk are considered injurious to 
health, and are forbidden by pure-food 
legislation in many States. 

What is commonly known as the 
richness of milk depends upon the 
amount of butter fat It contains. There 
Is so much difference in the composi¬ 
tion of milk from different cows that 
many large butter and cheese factories 
now test ail the milk they buy and pay 
for It according to Its butter f&t con¬ 
tents. 

The value of milk for adults Is In 
combination with other foods; not as 
a beverage merely, but to supply In 
part the material needed for the body. 
Unless exceptionally high prices are 
paid for It, milk is fully as economical 
a source of nutriment as other animal 
foods, but dearer than most staple veg¬ 
etable products. Milk, however, re¬ 
quires no preparation, has no waste, 
and is more thoroughly digested than 
most vegetable foods. As a source of 
protein, the most expensive of the nu¬ 
tritive Ingredients, it Is especially eco¬ 
nomical, Skimmed milk, which is 
whole milk minus part of Its fat, and 
which costs only half as much as whole 
milk, furniehee protein about four times 
as oheaply us beef. Foods prepared 
with either skimmed or whole milk are 
much more nutritious than those pre¬ 
pared with water.

England early witnessed the appear¬ 
ance of numerous small charitable as¬ 
sociations and Institutions, which un¬ 
dertook to Invest the savings of their 
members. The first modern savings 
bank, however, was the one for whose 
100th anniversary preparations arc now 
being made. This was originated by 
Henry Duncan, a Presbyterian clergy¬ 
man of Dumfriesshire. Scotland, a 
friend of Thomas Carlyle and of the 
celebrated Dr. Chalmers, who through¬ 
out his active life waa Interested tn 
Various schemes of practical bene\o- 
fence. In 1810, after he had already 
set forth his views on the subject In 
The Dumfries Courier, be established 
the Ruth well Savings Bank. His pm 
pose, as expressed In a memoir pub¬ 
lished by his son In 1888. was to induce 
the mass of people of his time to real¬ 
ize the value of the little savings which, 
by economy, could be pur away. 

The Dumfries mmmunlty of lowlAnd 
Scotch was a giod ont In which to 
start such a scheme. During the fir«t 
year savings to an amount of £150 
(8760) were deposited In the Ruthwel! 
Savings Park, and In the next two 
veare. £171 and £341. respectively. 
By 1814 the deposits amounted to £922. 

As the success of Mr. Duncan's 
scheme became known, similar Institu¬ 
tions were organised elsewhere In 
Foot land and England One of the 
esrllert waa the Edinburgh Savings 
Bank, still a thriving hank.

WANTS PRISON FOR INSANE. 


[Albany Special to the New York World J 

At a meeting of the superintendents 
Of State hospital# for the Iniane. Dr. 

Robert B. Lamb, medical superintend¬ 
ent of the Matteawan State Hospital, 
to which Harry Thaw was committed, 
criticised, In a paper, the law relat¬ 
ing to Insanity, nnd advocated reforms 
In the commitment And discharge of 
person* adjudged to he criminal luna¬ 
tics. By Inference he attacked the ef¬ 
fort# being made to procure Thaw # re¬ 
lease. 

Dr Lamb declared that either the 
legal dofinliion of Insanity should be 
changed so ns to include cases showing 
a history of family development, neu¬ 
rotic tendencies and other »lgn« of de¬ 
generacy, or the old definition rhould 
be strictly held to. "And such case#." 

Dr. Lamb continued, '/should be com¬ 
mitted to prison instead of a hospital, 
as Is now done. * 

"At the time of the original com¬ 
mitment such cases are considered In 
thrir broadest aspect. Lunacy Is es¬ 
tablished only after a careful perusal 
of the personal and family history of 
the alleged lunatic. Yet, if the same 
case Is heard In court relative to dis¬

Tha list of diraecors a# published in tha 
Directory of Directors give# rlae to many 
conjectures a# to the real, implied and 
possible affiliations between the compan¬ 
ies and the directors themselves. In some 
cornea tha connactlon between the com¬ 
pany and the financial and honking inter- 
eats behind it are clear, in others tha 
compromise between the Interest# is 
plainly shown, and the balanca of power 
seen to be jealously guarded. 

From tha holdings or the grest leaders 
of business, the characters of the men 
them*elves are expressed In tha methods 
by which they make up their boards of 
directors. J. D. Rockefeller and Thomas 
F. Ryan are on one and threo boards, re¬ 
spectively. In each case these are what 
might be termed their pel companies. J 
P Morgan and E. H. Haniman, on the 
other hand, are on many boards and their 
Influence to so powerful and constant that 
tho speculative clement regard their 
stocks according to the temperament and 
physical conditions of the "Boss" at live 
time. The former is on fifty-nine boards 
and the latter on forty-one. 

Mr Ilarrlman's directorates are ex¬ 
ceeded by George J. Gould, who has forty- 
seven, but excoed his great rivals, the 
HUIr father and son, who have eleven 
and ten. respectively. 

The direct reprceentat Jvee of the great 
banka a.'e not numerous on the various 
boards, though the private banking houses 
are very prominent and their Influences 
and ohecks on other Influences are plainly 
seen in many cases. The "Corner House" 
Is particularly well represented, all the 
big members of the house end its big al¬ 
lies In the banking and steel worlds hold¬ 
ing many seats. 

The board of the New York Central and 
Hudson River rtUlroad holds most of the 
record seat-holders, but this Is due to tbe 
fact that the officer* are on the boards of 
the vast number of subsidiaries of the 
trunk line. 

Practically the same condition holds 
good In the copper Industry The leader# 
In this industry are on many boards, but 
they are principally those of subsidiary 
companies, and there has teen some In¬ 
terchange between the groat company 
boards. 

The lists of holdings of the Goulds and 
Vanderbilts are duplicated by the different 
members of each family, and the boards 
suggest family reunions.

LUXURY AT WASHINGTON. 


The ^luthwejl bank had some peculi¬ 
arities which distinguished It frim the 
institutions that were developed lAt<-r 
There tvus an annuity fund, for In¬ 
stance Most remarkable of All. l»efore 
anybody 4 * first deposit wn* received, 
inquiries had to be made as to his Age 
family affalri and previous moral con¬ 
duct According tn whet wn* discov¬ 
ered, the management decided, first 
whether fils deposit should be accepted, 
and second, what rate of interest should 
be Allowed him. 

The Ruthwel! bank's funds were 
placed with the British Linen Company, 
which allowed 5 per cent. Interest on 
them. Most of the depositors received 
4 per cent., but to thoee of three years' 
standing whose deposits amounted to 
£ 5 or more, 5 per cent was Allowed, 
providing the depositor wanted to get 
married, or that ho was 66 years old. 
or that. In other respects. It would be 
especially advgntagcoux for him to re¬ 
ceive more Interest The first ssvings 
bank wax under no obligation to aU6w 
depositors to withdraw funds when they 
wanted; there was a provision that 
"when the depositor shall have become 
incapable of* maintaining hirnself from 
ib knesjs or otherwise, a weekly^ailow- 
ojice may be made to him At the option 
of the court of directors out of the 
money he has deposited." 

The Edinburgh Saving# Ban* was 
much simpler in Its organization than 
the Ruth Well, and more closely resem¬ 
bled the savings hank of the present 
day F.ach dept>eBor received the same 
rate of ItvtereM. There was no pre¬ 
liminary Investigation of his character, 
and he could withdraw h!s deposits at 
pleasure. The doors of the bank wefv 
np'nrd each Monday morning between 
9 and 10 o'clock for receipts of deposits. 
The rate of Interest was uniformly 4 
per cent.

Lamb said. "It can only be said that to 
the experience of both law and medi¬ 
cine it appears as little short of farci¬ 
cal." 

In discussing Dr. Lamb's address 
Sheldon T. Vlele. a member of the 
State Committee In Lunacy, said the 
time had come to do away with the 
special privileges of the insane as to 
writs of habeas corpus for the protec 
tlon of the community and the State.

The reconstruction of th* 
fragments was a lung ta*k. which was 
admirably done. The head, the arm*, 
and a great part of the wing-i are miss¬

THE MOSQUITO BAR TARIFF. 


[New Orleans Picayune.] 

There Is a great deal of Interest at¬ 
tached to the fight being waged tn 
Washington for a reduction of the tar¬ 
iff on mosquito bar netting. There are 
only two manufacturers of mosquito 
bars In New Orleans, but there are 
thousands of families whose nightly 
slumbers depend upon whether or not 
they enugly repos# beneath a net. 

There are more mosquito bars u§ed 
In the South than anywhere else In the 
world. It Is estimated that there are 
fifty manufacturers of nett In ths 
United States. One of the largest 
manufacturing concerns is located right 
her# In New Orleans. 

We has up 66.000 yards of ncttlnr 
every yenr." said one of the proprietor 
recently. "The smallest number o' 
bars we have manufactured tn a year 
was 9,000. The cheapest bar we mok«' 
Is sold to the jdbber for 83 per dose 
XV* get $71 per dosen for the fin€«; 
turn out." 

According to the figures complied, 
there are At Isam 7,000 persons who 
find employment in the United States 
making mosquito nets. These people 
derive a handsome revenue for their 
work. Th«ry are paid 75 cents for ev¬ 
ery dosen fine bare and 25 cent* for the 
cheaper grade. One family In this city 
turns out on the average of ten and 
twelve dosen high-grade bars every 
day. and they d# the work in their own 
homes snd take their time about It. 

"The mosquito bar Is a necessity, not 
a luxury/' continued the sneaker. "The 
health of the community depends upon 
a mosquito bar. It le as essential to 
the home ns food and medicine. The 
theory that the mosquito transmits 
fever le accepted by the medical auth¬ 
orities of the United Stater, end It 
therefore becomes neceaga ) 'or the 
poor ahd the rich to protect ilie,neelves 
against the pest. For tha! r« t*o6 I 
am eatlsfled that the proposed it -resee 
will b 4 knocked out."

ORPHAN BRIGADE REUNION 


CHtUSTiAH tNDiAVOR SOCIETIES HAVE HAD 
WONDERFUL GROWTH DURING PAST TWO YEARS 


Inquiries Tend To Refute Idea That Organization Has 
Reached Zenith and Is Now On Decline. 


A rate of one and one-third fare for 
the round trip to Cave City from all 
point* In Kentucky has been secured 
from the Louisvlllo and Nashville rail¬ 
road for the annual reunion of the 
Orphan Brigade, which takes place at 
Cave City August 5 and 8. The tickets 
8re good to August 8. The members 
rtf th<* brigade want to make this a 
notable event, as th* member* are now 
growing old. and their meetings will 
soon be a thing of the past. 


For a number of years the state¬ 
ment has been heard that the Christian 
Endeavor movement bad paused the 
senith of Its growth and efficiency, and 
some leaders ifi the churches have 
predicted the gradual dying out of thD 
particular form of young people's ef¬ 
fort In religious work. The movement 
has held a multitude of friends among 
leader* In all denominations, hut It 
also lm* had a host of detractors, 
whose criticism of methods end re¬ 
sult* ha* boon fairly constant. In order 
to ascertain the facts In the case, the 
department of ydung people’s work of 
the Presbyterian Church has been 
making inquiry of representative pa»- 
tors In that denomination, and tho re¬ 
sult of that Inquiry shows that a ma¬ 
jority of the pa«tor* believe In the C. 
E. socletb** attached to their chur hrs, 
consider them useful at the present 
time and look for even greater useful¬ 
ness in the future. 

Three questions were asked the pas¬ 
tor* by the department named. First: 
What Is the present condition of young 
people’* work In your parish? Second: 
How doe* the present situation com¬ 
pare with that of five >u.*rs ago? 
Third: Are you optimistic a* to the 
future of /Christian Endt^avor. or do 
you believe that something else will 
ha» to take It* place? To the first 
question about 50 per dent, of the re¬ 
plies were "Good," 20 per cent, said 
'Poor" and ltd per rent **Falf." To 
the second question a similar ratio of 
replies were ’’better," ’'same" and 
"worse.’’ But to the last question 
about 80 p< r cent replied that they 
were optimistic. 25 per c?nt. were pes¬ 
simistic and the remainder were unde¬ 
cided. 

The results of this Inquiry, In the 
opinion of rellfciniis leader*. Justifies 
the cMtlcism which Is frequently heard. 
One of tlv* strongest of the criticism* 
takes the form of an assertion that the 
Christian Endeavor movement In manv 
churches has a tendency to build upon 
an organization among the young peo¬ 
ple that, while Identified wiLli the local 
church. Is nevertheless distinct from It. 
According to Ihl* criticism, the young 
people take pride in the C. E organi¬ 
sation. and are in danger of losing In¬ 
terest In and touch with the larger an l 
wider < of t*:- p.^ir'ph Friends 

of the movement reply that this ha* 
resulted In *orne churches, hul tlm 
cause Is to b» found not In any short¬ 
comings of Christian Endeavor, but 
rather In the fact that Uie paster 


and other church officers do not lead 
their young people a* they should. 

The Presbyterian Inquiry, and the 
criticism which gave rise to tt. are con¬ 
sidered especially Hlgnlficant Just at 
thi s tim e, when the figure* of C. B 
growth for the past two years have 
Just been made public by the general 
secretary of the movement. He reports 
at the present time 71.423 Endeavor so¬ 
cieties. with 3,561,100 members. This 
represents a growth in twu years of 
2.356 Nociistles and 94.200 members. The 
Presbyterian Church has 10,138 so¬ 
cieties. the largest number In any one 
denomination. Disciples of Christ come 
next with 7,148 societies; Congreg*- 
tionallsts have 8.454 societies; Baptists 
i have only 3,437. but young people's ef- 
i fort among BapDsut is divided between 
; Christian Endeavor and the Baptist 
Young People's Union. Methodist 
young people are enrolled lo their Ep ‘ 
worth League and have therefore lit¬ 
tle or no representation In Christian 
I Endeavor ranks. 

Two years hence CiiMstinn Endeavor 
will be thirty years old. and the found¬ 
er and head of the movemeht. th* Rev 
, Dr. Francis E. Clark, ha* called upon 
I the young people to slgnallxo the an¬ 
niversary by securing during the mxt 
10.000 new societies end 
1.000,000 new members. 

Denominational OrsanUatlen. I 

For the first tints tn thoir history 
Northern Baptists have a real denomi¬ 
national organisation. It is called tho 
Northern Baptist Convention, and si - i 
though It was formed a y*ar ago at n 
meeting in Oklahoma City it wn* not 
until this month that o meeting of the 
convention, with duly appointed dele- I 
gates, constituted the first really rep re- * 
•eutatlvf convention of Northern Bap - ' 
tlsta. Baptist gatherings have been I 
held annually for many years, but the*,, 
were ' anniversaries** of the several ( 
Baptist mlselonary organIratlon*. and 
not denominational conventions, iti 
hn* been the custom, however, to bring 
forward at the “anniversaries," when 
the occasion demanded It. matter* 
which were denominational rather than 
missionary* Bo many denominational 
questions presented thems'dv** from 
year to year In this way that It was d*- I 
elded to organise the new dcnomlna- 1 
tfona! convention, wh^re they nr#> m 
be hereafter considered and acted upon 

The Northern Baptist Convention bn* 
no legislatee jw»wen*. being in that re¬ 
spect similar to the Congregational Na¬ 


tional Council. Like the Congrega- 
tionaHsta. Baptist* have no centralized 
ecclesiastical hod), and the acts of the 
convention will have no power over the 
churches, save as the latter are willing 
to follow the suggestions of the central 
body. It Is found In Congregational 
practice that the acts of thu National 
Council have practically the sum- 
power aa have the acts of the Presby¬ 
terian General Assembly, which dias the 
right to lcgiNiate for its churches. The 
findings of th# Northern Baptist Con¬ 
vention wlU represent denominational 
sentiment, and doubtless will have as 
great force as legislation could have. 

According to Baptist leaders, this has 
already been Illustrated by the new 
convention In th# adoption uf the report 
of a committee appointed a year ago 
to consider the co-ordination of Bap¬ 
tist missionary enterpriser The Bap¬ 
tist missionary organisations are inde¬ 
pendent; they are voluntary organisa¬ 
tions which rccatee their support from 
Baptist church^ and people, but which 
,ire answerable only to their own mem - 
I hers. The Northern Baptist Conven- 
I tion has now asked these missionary 
organisations to amend their by-laws 
so that they will bind themselves to 
elect their boards of managers on the 
nomination of the convention. It Is 
understood that the societies have al¬ 
ready agreed to this change, so that the 
missionary and benevolent work of 
Northern Baptists is certain to he un¬ 
der a* firm denominational control as 
•he similar work of any other religious 
body. 

There was some agitation looking 
for a consolidation of the three large 
Baptist mission societies, but It was 
found that there would be grave legal 
difficulties In the war of such consoli¬ 
dation. ahd the plan was abandoned. 
The convention placed Itself on record. 


however. In favor of a continuation of 
an apportionment plan for the support 
oj^ the missionary and benevolent 
causes, and it appointed a committee 
to make such apportionment. In the ef¬ 
fort to secure uniformity of nomenclat¬ 
ure the convention has asked the 
American Baptist Missionary Union, 
the organization which carries on 
Baptist foreign mission work, td 
change it* name to the American Bap¬ 
tist Foreign Mission Society, to corre¬ 
spond with the home mission organisa¬ 
tion. which ts known as the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society.

How* many of the nephew® have read 
about “Greece, lovely Greece, the home 
of scholars and the nurse of arms?” If 
you have not, you will be sure to study 
about It sooner or later at school, and 
when you begin to write and deliver 
orations at High School a great many 
of you will probably take Greek Ufo or 
literature for your subject. 

The greatest of th© ancient Greek 
cilice was Athens; not only because of 
th© political power which It held for a 
long time, but because the Athenians 
wore no wonderful that some people 
think wo have not ©von yet caught up 
with them. There may be two opinions 
upon this question, hut no ono who 
has studied tho life of those times can 


deny that ln some particulars at least 
the Athenians excelled us. 

For Instance, they had a very fine 
system of education, which not only 
trained th© minds ©f their boys and 
girls, but developed such beauty and 
Atrcngttr of body that It is said that 
Athens had the most attractive chil¬ 
dren th© world has ever seen. Th© boys, 
especially, wer© trained In ill sorts of 
gymnoMtc exercises, which kept thorn 
always In splendid bodily condition. 

Their training was given in open-air 
gymnasiums called palestrae. There 
were several of these In Athens, built 
In open spaces, where there was plenty 
of sun. They w*ere often situated near 
a stream, where the youths could take 
a cold plunge afterward, and they thus 
became adepts In swimming and diving. 


We ©re told that teacher® were em¬ 
ployed to give the boys lessons In 
wrestling, boxing, running, the broad 
Jump, throwing the discus, casting th© 
spear, and punching the bag Gulick 
tells us that “All these wer© taught so 
universally that It was easy to impro¬ 
vise ‘track meetings* on almost aj \y oe- 
caMon.” Certain festivals were cele¬ 
brated with games for which prizes of 
gold flesh-scrapers were given. 

Boys w*ere entered as contestants also 
ln those great national games, which 
were so famous that we nam© our mod¬ 
ern athletic events for them. The vic¬ 
tors in these contents became very 
famous, so that bronze statues were 
made of them and great poets com¬ 
posed odes In their honor. Tho prizes 
that they won had no • onev value, be¬ 
ing only wreath* r * ay or laurel or 
wild olive, but th i I - . id young men 


longed for these honors and spent 
month® In severe training and practice 
In order to win them. 

All th© people were so Interested in 
these festivals that historians used 
their names and the names of th© vic¬ 
tors as a inode of reckoning time. It

It Is merely an example of the ex¬ 
traordinary work which Is being done 
at the Government Hospital for the In¬ 
sane by Dr. Shepherd Ivory Franz, who 
Is ln charge of the institution’s psycho¬ 
logical laboratory. This hospital forth© 
Insane, located four miles outside of 
Washington and supported by the 
Vnlted States Government for the care 
of the insane of the army and navy 
and the District of Columbia, has the 
greatest psychological laboratory In 
America, and possibly In the world. 
The results It has accomplished under 
Dr. Franz and tho supervision of Dr. 
William A. White, head of the entire 
Institution, have aroused the Interest 
and admiration of the medical profes¬ 
sion in every civilized country. 

The laboratory Is run on the broad 
theory that not si! cases of mental dis¬ 
ease can be fathomed and treated by 
physical means—that Is, by feeling the 
pulse, noting the * effects of various 
diets on the individual, and so on 


This girl belonged to the class of pa¬ 
tient* known a* "curable" or "recover¬ 
able.*' But the problem for the hos¬ 
pital is to Insure the cure, and to do 
it promptly, not merely to wait for 
them to die or get well, as ttie case 
may be. If one of this class of patterns 
were to die from typhoid fover, pneu¬ 
monia, or any disease which kills with¬ 
out affecting the tftrucluie at the brain, 
an autopsy* would *how- that the pa¬ 
tient's braia did not differ in the slight¬ 
est degree from the brain structure of 
a person mentally normal. This Is the 
baffling thing about auch case*. They 
become mentally deranged, while tholr 
braine show* no reason for It. 'Hie 
cau*e cannot be discovered in their 
physical make-ups Therefore, there re¬ 
main* only one place in which to seek 
the cause and the cure, that wider field 
which is vaiioualy known a* the mind.

In this work Dr White and Dr. Frans 
have taken the lead. Every day I>r. 
Franz leads men and women Into the 
cool, pleasant room with the comfort¬ 
able chair and the notscless electric 
fan Every' day he suggests to them 
wofd after word, giving them this In¬ 
struction: 

“Be perfectly calm. Let your mind 
rest. And. when l pronounce a word, 
tell me at once the first thing that It 
suggests to your mind." 

On some days there are no appre¬ 
ciable results. On others a cure 1* 
started and soon completed. It Is purely 
and simply psychological work, an im¬ 
provement on the theories of Prof 
Munsterberg. who claims to be able to

T HE spectacular—that la what all 
magicians aim at. It matters 
not how difficult or simple Is 
th© illusion. The effect Is the 
sole thing to be thought of. Who has 
not seen a wonderful bit of Juggtlng, 
a tremendously difficult bit of palming, 
done In so stolid a manner that it was 
only natural to wish that the wooden 
performer would hurry to get through? 

On the other hand, how often are 
big audiences thrilled and mystified by 
tha most childish devices. 

One performer may have spent years 
and yofm* of hard, unremitting prac¬ 
tice to ‘perfect a single trick. Still It 
falls fiat. Another hits upon an In¬ 
genious Illusion, or a striking variation 
of an old one, and achieves a marvelous 
success with little effort and no skill. 

So it Is that all tricks are designed 
to be attractive or striking. Whether 
the eye Is pleased or puzzled, the effect 
must be vivid. There are no middle 
tones. Everything is In high light* or 
de*»p shadows. Pleasing conceptions. In¬ 
genious devices are everything. Manual 
w dexterity count* for far less. 

Among the most startling of modern 
Illusion* are the "Talking Head" and 
the "Decapitated King.'* various adap¬ 
tations of which a tv in constant use. 
But both ar* merely cleverly planned 
conceit* which require nothing from 
the magician but an entertaining man¬ 
ner.

THE "DECAPITATED KING." 

In the center of the table I* sawed 
a bole Just big enough lo admit the 
woman'* head. One leg**tand» to the 
front of the stage, and diagonally 
across two other legs l» fastened the 
mirror, which hides the woman’s body, 
and by reflecting the table leg in front 
of it. conceals Itself and mokes the 
audience think it sees all four legs of 
the table. 

The same result may be obtained in 
a slightly different way. Instead of a 
table, a pedestal is used In the top 
of this 1* rut a groove, which affords 
a rest for the chin of th© woman whoso 
head Is to be shown. 

Back of the woman the stage is hung 
In black, and she is dressed In solid 
black from her head down. 

Thu* the hangings render the wo¬ 
man's body Invisible, on the same prin¬ 
ciple a* "Black Art" Is performed. But 
In this case the precaution must be 
taken to place the pedestal w*eU to the 
rear of the stage, as there are more 
likely to be telltale reflection*. 

The "Decapitated King" was first In¬ 
troduced In tills country by one of th© 
old-time magicians, who in his day 
was considered one of the marvels of 
the age. In principle it Is practically 
the some as the foregoing trick and 1* 
•qually mystifying 


In Introducing this Illusion It Is cus¬ 
tomary to say something about the 
head being that of an Arabian king 
who was beheaded for killing one of 
his numerous wives. The head Is se n 
resting upon two sword* placed on a 
chair of Imposing appearance. I>ark. 
heavy curtains surround the chair, 
which Is upholstered in a very heavy, 
rich looking purple velvet or plush. 
The rear curtafn Is of the name color 
a* the choir, and the effect Is verv 
startling, even to those who are used 
to this sort of thing. 

Yet it I# very easily explained. The 
chair ha* an opening at th© back, near 
the seat, the aperture being concealed 
by a mirror, which Is placed at an angle 
of about forty-five degrees. The end* 
of the mirror are hidden In folds of the 
drapery at the side* of the chair, while 
the top 1* obscured by one of the 
swtjrd*. which Is placed over the edge. 
Thus the seat of the chair Is reflected 
ill the mirror, so that it appears to b© 
the back. 

In tho curtain there is a large sMt. 
through which the asnlstant slide* the 
trunk of hi* body. A long board Is 
also put through this slit for him to 
rest upon. 

In lying upon the board he places hi* 
chin upon the front sword, and. with 
a kerrfilef tied around hts neck, con¬ 
vey* the impression that he ha* Ju*t 
beon beheaded. 

Numerous. Indeed, are the adapta¬ 
tion* of thl* trick, which haa a place 
ln the *lde show'* of all circuses.

The atory be got was this: 

The young man had been running for 
a street car one d.iy when In a great 
hurry, and had sprinted nearly half a 
block In pursuit of It. He had his left 
hand raised to take hold of th© bar on 
the side of the «*ar. and was ©bout to 
make a spring for the running board, 
when he saw yawning before him a 
deep trench, which extended all the 
way across the street.

The man who feared the open 
places had agoraphobia Tho people 
who are afraid of okwd places have 
claustrophobia Those aTrald of fire are 
py rophoblacs. a ml tho*© who fear dirt 
have raysophobU 

Tho record# of the Government Hos¬ 
pital for the Insane show* the case of a 
my»opbobtac w'bo washed his hands as 
often as the attendant* would let him. 
They finally agreed that he could do 
thl* eight time* a day. On on© occasion 
hi* attendant left him In the bathroom 
a few minute*, and upon returning 
found that he hail used seventy towels 
in his furious fear of dirt and hi* wild 
desire to have hi* harvde clean. He wa* 
stlU washing hi# hand*, drying them, 
and coaltering towels about him thick 
as faJHng autumn leave* when tho at¬ 
tendant got bock. He wa* finally cured 
of his trouble, and 1* now at work In a 
good position. 

These few case*, taken from among 
the thousands Dr Franz ha* treated, 
merely serve to show the value of the 
work he Is doing In the psychological 
laboratory, the place where the "mind" 
takes precedence over the "brain struc¬ 
ture." and the science of ld*a» Is su¬ 
preme. The doctor 1* a searcher after 
the greatest thing ln life—a healthy 
mind. He first find* the causes of ab¬ 
normality In the mind, and then cure* 
It Some of hi* experiment* would 
doubtless appear to the layman a* the

But there is an ©ven greater vaiuf 
than thl*.

unquestionably very real tormentors 
but where they exist and why ha* no( 
been discovered They come, as a rulq 
by some unwholesome development oi 
growth of the mind processes, and the* 
tie© upon th© pronunciation of a worq» 

Ever since the world began this fori# 
of derangement has been common, buj 
the do lors and the healers have all 
that time sought for its physical evi¬ 
dence* In vain. It Is no wonder the! 
that all the medical world ha* its eye! 
on the work Drs. Fran* and White an 
doing in the effort to get something 
definite al>out It* cause, its effect oc 
the physical being, if there Is any, 
and its speedy cure. What they hav« 
learned already Is of value, for the daf

In that race the Looomootle w«*s [ 
obliged to travel at the rate of 61.8 mile* 
an hour for 2S6 miles tu win the cup, and 
at time* In ^he straightaway stretches It 
1 % tottlshed the half-million spectators by 
maintaining a ©peed greater ihnn 100 
mile# an hour. Had there been no daa> 
„©rou* turns in the course, necessitating! 
a reduction in *p©*-ri to a© low as thirty- 
five and forty mile# an hour for short 
•t retch©*, the Locomobile would have 
averaged nt least eighty mile* an hour 
for the entire route.

©long the same lines of best mechanical 
practice which give* speed, endurance and 
reliability to all oars the same make. 

The Locomobile maker© tried three 
times l>*forn they won the Vanderbilt Cup, 
although the tremendous expense Incurred 
was not entirely wasted In th© first trials, 
for the car invariably has made an ex¬ 
cellent showing. 

In the first attempt. In 1905. the Loco¬ 
mobile finished third, btdng defeated by 
two foreign machine#, with the next 
American car finishing twelfth. 

The following year the Locomobile was 
retarded by unusual tire trouble, but as¬ 
tonished the throng by negotiating the 
course In the fastest lap of the day.

They realise that he knov.» thr 
game thoroughly and can teach them the 
fine points of baseball. Naturaliv, they 
work harder for Roger, ard when you 
get a bunch of ballplayers hustling, a 
manager has no troublo securing team¬ 
work. 

Bresnahan says team work Is the first 
requisite of a winning bail team Roger 
ought to know, for he ha* playeJ on sev¬ 
eral winning teomer-notably the New 
York Nationals, world’s champions tn 
180$. 

But Bresnahan’a chief value to a team 
comes in behind the bat. When he Is 
catching watch what a difference It 
makes in the work of the Cardinals. For 
Illustration, take the day Pitcher Bob 
Ilannon made hi* debut.

mild preparation for the harder work that 
l<i to ootne than actual improvement In 
hla physical condition.

At first, 
when a boy. he tried to be "fancy." Then 
he happened to see Bob Fitssimmon* 
fight. Joe was fascinated. He followed 


KlUslmmon* about the country and 
watched id* bouts when ho was meeting 
oil comer*. He studied, for Joe was al¬ 
ways a student. In time he mastered 
JiUslmmon** kpack of hitting, and then 
hr began knocking m*n out himself. 

HI* first reverse after this was in the 
battle with "Elbows" McFadden. It was 
a tough fight. McFadden wore Gone down 
and knocked Mm out In the twenty-third 
round. Three months later he met Me- 
Fad den again and got a draw. Then he 
won In twenty-five rounds. Finally. In 
Frisco. In 11W2. he knocked "Elbows" out 
In throe rounds and settled ail old eoores 
.DM Hawkins wa* the hardest left-hand¬ 
ed hitter in the world a few years ago. 
Clever fighting m»-n knew well all about 
that left hand, but they couldn’t stay 
away from It. Oans fought him. Jo# 
watched the loft carefully, yet Dal shot 
1* through a small opening, and Oans 
suddenly found himself lying on the floor.

FUAder* Petrie, who with ?tu- 
dents of the British School of Archae¬ 
ology In Egypt, has just returned from 
alx months excavation work in the 
rmns of Thehts and Memphis, writes 
tha London correspondent of the New 
York Sun. 

It belonged to on Egyptian woman of 
quality who died in the seventeenth 
dynasty, some 3.660 years ago A com¬ 
plete outfit of toilet requisites wm bur¬ 
led with her The mummy of the own¬ 
er lies e!o-e by in the room at Univer¬ 
sity College where the collection l» 
shown 

The pomade pot Is delicately wroug it 
in alabaster The preparation has en¬ 
dured Us thirty-six centuries of burial 
remarknbly well, and still has a fresh 
perfume. It has not yet been submit¬ 
ted to analysis. 

The painted coffin In which the mum¬ 
my was found Is h:wn from a sycamore 
trunk, inalde the coffin was a woodm 
pillow or heudrest Inlaid with Ivory and 
febony. two bead work pouches and a 
bead fly whisk. The toilet articles were 
contained In a beautifully woven bas¬ 
ket Besides the pomade, it held pots 
of a preparation for painting the eye¬ 
brows. a carved horn to hold oil and a 
blue marble dish resembling a pin tray. 

The Egyptian woman wm rich In 
jewelry On the mummy were found 

«lauiiyjti* *. .<.o 

a pound, and on exquisitely made gir¬ 
dle of electruni (gold and allver atluv) 
The gold ornaments Include a heavy 
necklace, four bangles and a pair of 
earrings nearly two Inches In diameter. 
Buried with the Egyptian woman were 
«U*o several interesting specimens of 
pottery, a chair and footstool, cakes of 
bread and dishes of grapes, dates and 
other fruit.

Pennsylvania has just passed a very 
stringent act regulating the possession 
and distribution of cocalno snd eucalne 
The Massachusetts law of 1908 Is deemed 
quite strung, but this one of Pennsylvania 
goes far beyond It. It forbids the welling, 
tumisbing or giving away of eucalne 
or it* sans, derivatives or compounds, or 
eucalne. either alpha or beta, or any of 
Its salts, derivatives or compounds, ex¬ 
cepting upon the prescription of u prac- 
tiemg physician, dentist or veterinarian 
Htrici rules ate made with reference to 
the handling of the drug by the pharma¬ 
cists. who may sell only on prescription, 
who may fill a prescription but once and 
who must retain, file find preserve the 
prescription for at least live years No 
physician is permitted to prescribe co¬ 
caine for anyone known to be a habitual 
user or the *irug. The rales must be 
properly' entered according to a desig¬ 
nated system. an«l even the manufactur¬ 
ers and wholes*loin must label thair prod¬ 
ucts according to law and koejg accounts 
of their soles, making returns of the 
rales with the names of the customers 
to the State authorities. Any person not 
a manufacturer, regular dealer, phnrma- 
11 st. physician, dentist or veterinarian, 
excepi.ug the person for whom the pre¬ 
scription hat been nilcd by a pharmacist, 
who shall have in his or her possession 
these uiugs or their derivatives or a.ty 
patent medicine containing them, sha.l 
'so guilty of a misdemeanor and liable to 
a fine of not more than $100 or imprison¬ 
ment.

NEW YORK’S GINGKO TREE. 


A drl?d dome rulm fruit shows plain 
Ty the mark* of a child's teeth. A 
needlework outfit, which also formed 
part of the Egyptian woman’s property 
Includes a bronze cuttlng-out knife, a 
rharpenmg stone, two flints and a bal 
of thread. The tomb was found at 
Thrbea in a valley to the north of tho 
Tomb* of the Kings and Is probably 
the richest entire burial that has been 
brought from Egypt. The coffin ,vu« 
only placed under a foot or two of 
stones and earth. 

The collection contains numeroui 
miter Items of Interest to Egy ptologist*, 
including foundation deposits of a tem¬ 
pi** at Thebes, built by the high prie-t 
Nebunnef. under Ftameses II . various 
bronzes, Fpccbnens of delicate Ivory 
carving, copper nnglets from a statue, 
a sandal, pans of blue and green color, 
scarabs, and jars of Greek forms of the 
seventh century B. C.. with Greek mon¬ 
ograms of owners, showing that prob¬ 
ably a Greek gairison was resident 
there at that time. There are also two 
collosal negro hcruls. an alabaster fe¬ 
male figure of Mediterranean style and 
two coffins with mummies.

SENATE PAGES 


Likely Lot of Youngsters 
From Many^States. 


A live and decidedly interesting 
bunch of young Amman* are the Ben¬ 
nie page*. It takes sixteen of them to 
run the errands for the Senators, say# 
the Washington correspondent of the 
New York Globe. They are from 12 
to 16 years of age. and get $76 a month 
for thedr services while Congress 1» 
In session. The ruk* Is to appoint a 
boy of 12 for a period of four years. 
No second appointment Is permitted. 
The Senate look* on It a* a great priv¬ 
ilege for a boy to serve a* n page In 
that body, and ns good a thing as a 
college course. The theory Is that the 
service Is educational, and that whan 
a boy gets a four-years’ course fie 
ought to be prepared either to go oi^t 
In the world and go to work or take 
a post-graduate course elsewhere. 

It has been pointed out that If the 
same rule that applies to the page* 
were to be applies to employes In the 
departments It might be a good thing, 
innsmuch as It would not evolve a class 
of people more or less dependant on 
Government service, and would result 
in giving many young men und women 
a sort of preliminary training for work 
In otherYields. 

The Senate page* come from all over 
the country. Bright boya are to be 
found In the lot, anywhere from Maine 
to California and from Michigan to 
Florldu. It is not generally known that 
the pngea know a lot about Senate pro¬ 
cedure. In fact, some of them appar¬ 
ently know more about It than do cer¬ 
tain of the Senators. They have an 
organization of their own, with a presi¬ 
dent and other officers. They hold fre 
quent moot sessions of the Senate, pre¬ 
pare bills, draw up resolution#, make 
motions, discus# propositions, and go 
through all the formula# for legisla¬ 
tion in the upper house.

Their Sessions. 


Sometimes the pages hold their ses¬ 
sions In the page*’ room; sometime# in 
the Senate chnmlier itself after this is 
deserted by thr real statesmen. How¬ 
ever. this practice of meeting in the 
Senate chamber 1# frowned upon, for 
the renson the pages have that Irre¬ 
pressible tendency of the healthy yqpth 
to become too noisy.

’’corking time.** The page* seemed to 
enjoy It as much a# he.

Mr. Spooner’# Speech. 


The average Income of the average 
middle-class man seems to be the same 
In England a# In Germany, to-wit.. 
£ 250 to £ 300 ($1,260 to $1,600) per an¬ 
num. A# life to most people becomes 
more worth living the more life they 
get out of it. It Is Interesting to inquire 
in wnlch of the two places It Is more 
worth to live. I shall not try’ to solve 
the problem, rather will I leave every¬ 
body to come to hi# or her own con¬ 
clusions, say* a German writer tn the 
London Dally Mall. I will merely 
quote some comparative facts. 

A man In Berlin with an Income of 
£250 to £300 a year would of neces¬ 
sity live In what is called In England 
a “self-contained” fiat. The man In 
London would probably not. He would 
in* hou^e In a suburb or In the 
country’- I believe they will both pay 
the same amount of rent—some £60 
a year. 

The Berliner will live In the pretty 
and new district of Berlin, W He will 
have a ride of thirty to forty minutes 
from home to his place of business, 
and the season ticket will cost him 
seven shillings ($1.76) monthly for elec¬ 
tric trainway car, or three shillings to 
four and sixpence for ’’Stadtbahn”—an 
elevated rftllrooiid—(third class) the 
cheapest local rapid transit anywhere 
and run by the municipality. The Lon¬ 
doner will live. say. an hour out of 
town and his season ticket will cost 
him £16 a year, or either £10 16s. or 
£13 4*. In excess of his compeer’s In 
Berlin. 1 understand perfectly that 
for this money the Londoner will have 
his own little house In the country, 
while the Berliner will only have a 
flat in the city. But as In Germany 
there Is no such thing for the average 
man aa a country cottage, and a com¬ 
mon basis of comparison must be 
found, we shall have to let It go at 
that; especially a* fiats In London. W . 
are considerably more expensive than 
suburban and country* cottage# As the 
Englishman with a £50 house will 
pay about £12 in rates (taxes) and 
about £3 for water and £16 for his 
season ticket, the house will cost hltn 
nearly £80 all told. The rate paid by 
the German is regulated by his declara¬ 
tion of Income; he will pay about as 
much rate as State tax. This would 
mean In rates, roughly speaking, about 
£ 12 . or precisely the amount paid by 
the Londoner. As he will not have to 
pay any water rate, the cost of actual 
rentage would be. Including season 
ticket on •’Stadtbnhn.” £63 16s.. a* 
against £ 80 here

”Mr President.” said Spooner in his 
best* parliamentary manner—and there 
was none hotter.

He 
did not talk about the duties of boys 
to their parents, or how advisable it 
was for a youth to be good and mind 
his pa. comb his hair, keep clean, and 
go to Sunday-school.

dine much cheaper at a first-class res¬ 
taurant. This Is literally true There 
are. for Instance, three places of the 
best order In Berlin where every por¬ 
tion of meat—everything very first- 
class—costs about 9d (IS cents), and 
vegetables and sweets Jd (6 cents). It 
stand* to reason that the temptation 
to visit those places is very great In¬ 
deed (especially a* some tramway-cars 
run the whole night through, and there 
are night omnibuses), and It Is actual¬ 
ly difficult to find an unoccupied seat 
anywhere after 8 o’clock on week days 
and quite Impossible on .Sundays and 
holidays. But while the food ut such 
place* Is thus ridiculously cheap—the 
caterer hnrdly make# anything by It— 
one is supposed to drink. The first 
question of the waiter will be. “What 
will you drink?” and anybody not or¬ 
dering would be looked upon as a rath¬ 
er curious customer, besides having to 
pay about 3d (ti cents) extra for the 
omission. But having commenced to 
drink, and sitting there In a comfort¬ 
able “mlllleu,” one drinks more; I do 
not mean-to sav more than Is good for 
one. but more money will no doubt be 
spent than bad been intended. 

And so It conies about that the aver¬ 
age Berliner earning £250 to £300 a 
year spends, in my opinion, much more 
of it than does the average Londoner 
In fact. I fear he spends pretty nearly 
all of It. On the other hand, he that 
careth much for tho fieshpots of Egypt 
will get more out of Berlin In one day 
than out of London In a week. Not 
necessarily to the detriment of the 
home; the wife always comes along, 
too. But very much to the detriment of 
the—pocket! 

BUSINESS MEN AND EXERCISE. 


Then come# the question, what do 
both parties get for their money? The 
English cottage, a* a rule a very pretty 
little affair, will consist of about seven 
n>oms and a kitchen, back garden, etc. 
The German flat will very likely be 
located on the second floor of a very 
elegant house, with a staircase, anil 
entrance lavishly furnished, and will 
consist of probably three rooms Und a 
kitchen. (I have nor mentioned bath¬ 
rooms and other accommodation in 
either case, they are a matter of 
course.) That seems small as com¬ 
pared with the seven room* of the 
cottage. But I dare say mat -such 

small rooms as are found In an av¬ 
erage London £60 cottage will never 

be discovered In any flat in Berlin. 

They- are always at lea a t twice as 
large. 

And here I have noticed a rather 
curious fact. Whereas the German Is 
ever on the lookout for as large 

rooms as possible, the Englishman—I 
am always speaking of £50 rental* on 
both sides—will build the rooms of his 
cottage* most remarkably small and 
apparently prefer them so. The’Ger¬ 
man will look for an apartment with 
sliding doors, to enable him to throw 
the two lurgor rooms Into one if pos¬ 
sible. Or he will unhinge the dour 
altogether, and simply put some Jap¬ 
anese bead-hanging, some drapery or 
even nothing in Its place. Th e Eng¬ 
lishman will be happy only behind 
tightly closed doors. He like* ”cor- 
nt-rs”* for father, for mother, for the 
boy. the girl—yes. for the dog The 
German like* to live, If possible. In 
all hjs rooms at once; like* to have 
big spaces In front and around him 
By the way, I should have mentioned 
that in the German £50 fiat central 
steam heating would certainly be In¬ 
cluded. greatly reducing the compara¬ 
tive cost on the German side. 

The English Breakfast. 

As to the cost of food, there does not 
stem to be much difference between 
London and Berlin. The quality cf br'f 
that will cost lid. (22 centsi ‘a p njnd 
In Ijondon. will cost Is. 2 d. ( 2 s rents) 
In Berlin The lid. mutton will c> 4 t 
about the fame, the shilling lamb, als^*; 
bread, eggs butter, chees* a e about 
the same price here as there. 

In the actual mede of living there I* 
a notable difference. The German 
hardly knows the English breakfast of 
hot liver bacon, rg.?» or fish, trn and 
toast. He will lave his cup of coffee 
with a roll and maybe an e*g. Econ¬ 
omy Is not the motive; It Is n matter 
of habit At 10 o’clock he will t.iko a 
second breakfast, usuallv conslsthig of 
beef and other sandwiches It 1 * still 
to a great exit nt the habit of th« Ber¬ 
lin middle-class man to dine be;ween 
1C and 1 o’clock, although the English 
custom of dicing In the evenlnv i# 
gaining ground. At his dinner the Ger. 
man will hardly like to m's* his pbtc 
of soup, he will also have l©** of roa# 
and more of boiled meats, oth. rwise 
the menus will bo about alike. Hi * 5 . 
o’clock repast will nor differ much fr»»m 
the English one He will subaitut 
coffee for tea, an 1 In the evening Ids 
supper will be a repetition of the Eng¬ 
lish luncheon. 

The inuch-brloved “Auf^c'mftt” pi *y < 
a grent role at this meal In families 
with children An "Aufschnitt” con¬ 
sists of a great variety rf cold meats 
cut Into slice*, very much like an elab¬ 
orate meat hors-d'oeuvre, end f* placd 
upon bread nnd taken In open -sand¬ 
wich form. The tale of “German sauer¬ 
kraut” Is qutte a myth. I. at any 
rate, have never come across it In any 
place I have ever been at In Berlin, 
either private or public. And about 
Just as true is the story of the O rrnan 
sausage. Sausage* are eaten, of course. 
But *0 they are In Englnnd. Tjie pro¬ 
portion will work out #*t least about th<» 
same in the middle claw* 

I should come to the conclusion that 
the Englishman earning £250 to £300 a 
rear spends more ef Ms earnings than 
ihe German taming the wme amount 
If R were not for the difference of liv¬ 
ing outside of the home The Londoner 
one hour by train away from th* city, 
sitting In hi# back garden or Jrawng- 
room, is out of the way of temptation 
For the Berllr.er. th** temptations to 
“go out somewhere” with his wiCv are; 
many. There are the v^ry many g *od 
theaters and new play* that he “must 
have seen.” ard th^rr are the equally^ 
many good restuurants.

Mary Mallon, known to fame as “Ty¬ 
phoid Mary,” Anti once a cook in the 
family or J. Coleman Drayton, of 66 
East Seventy-ninth street, inuxt remain 
at tilventitle Hospital, on North Broth¬ 
er l*land Supreme Court Justice Er- 
langor bo decided recently, holding that 
her release would be dangerous to the 
health o! the community. The court 
therefore, said the Justice, did not care 
to assume the responsibility oNreleas- 
ing her. 

’Typhoid Man" was sent to the 
islRnd In March. 1907. at the Instance 
of the Health Department, which be¬ 
lieved that she was a walking reposi¬ 
tory of typhoid germs, and, although 
Immune from the disease herself, pos¬ 
sessed the power of communicating the 
fever to others. It was set forth that 
In eight year# prior to being tent to 
the Island.she waa employed In eight 
different families, nnd that in ^seveo 
of them twenty ca?es of typhoid ap¬ 
peared shortly after her arrival. 

Recently she sued for a writ of 
habeas corpus, denying ’hat site had 
the power of communicating the fever 
und alleging that she was treated like 
a leper and compelled to occupy a 
house by herself, with n dog as her 
only companion. Food wa# brought to 
her three times a day by a nurse, she 
said, who left It at the door and hur¬ 
ried away. 

In his decision Justice Erlanger said: 
“While the courl deeply sympathize* 
with this unfortunate woman. It must 
protect the community against a re¬ 
currence of spreading the disease Ev- 
«*ry opportunity should, however, be 
afforded her to establish, If she can, 
that she hA* been fully cured, und she 
may. after further examination, renew 
the application, or. If she prefer*, the 
matter may be sent to a referee.”
